Park district won't need 
extra funding this year

The Wheeling Park District plans to 


end Its fiscal yeai without needing more 
money for the first time in several years 


The park board has allowed the district 


to draw on the Interest from the $700,000 
referendum approved in 1972 to cover ex- 
penses As a result, the district's coming 
budget for 1974-75 will show no tax rate 
increase, according to Park Supt. Dave 
Phillips 


Phillips estimated that without the in- 


terest from the referendum funds, the 
park district would have been $20,000 in 
the red by April 30 To cover these ex- 
penses, the district would have had to 
borrow the money against future taxes 
by issuing tax anticipation warrants 


The park district has had to Issue tax 


anticipation warrants for about the past 
six years, according to Phillips. Thus the 
district was forced to pay for past ex- 
penses before budgeting for present and 
future needs. 


"THE MONEY THAT we've had to 


spend in covering past expenses with be 
able to be used to cover increased in- 
flation." Phillips said. 


He added that while the park district 


will feel (tie effects of inflation In its pur- 
chasing, the residents will not have this 
met eased expense passed on to them. 


Phillips noted that the district has sub- 


stantially reduced its deficit spending 
tluough tight budgeting and sound finan- 
cial management by the board. For ex- 
ample, this year's anticipated $20,000 
deficit, which will be covered with refer- 
endum interest, is greatly reduced from 
last year's figure. 


Last year, the park district issued 


$150.000 in tax anticipation warrants, and 


spent about $80,000 of that money 


THE SUPERINTENDENT said the 


park district's five-year budget plan 
allowed the park board to plan its ex- 
penditures more wisely He said the dis- 
trict, however, was not able to fully ex- 
pand Its programs and staff to keep pace 
with the growing community 


This coming year, however, Phillips 


said the district should be able to provide 
more programs and a larger staff to 
handle the increasing need for recreation 
in the community 


"Our major emphasis for the coming 


year is a major increase in recreation 
programming," he said 


Phillips said, however, that park dis- 


trict finances will continue to be tight as 
programs expand "It's still going to be 
a tight budget with us trying to make up 
some ground that we felt we have fallen 
behind in the past by not providing the 
programs we should have provided," he 
said. "In order to increase our programs 
dramatically, it's going to cost us some 
of that tax money that we are fortunate 
to get." 


ACCORDING TO THE five-year budget 


plan, the park district is estimating a 
budget of $449,762, compared to last 
year's $407,928. Phillips noted, however, 
that this figure is designed to serve as a 
guideline and has not yet been reviewed 
by the park board. 


In preliminary discussion of the budg- 


et, the park board concentrated on per- 
sonnel. Phillips is asking that a full-time 
recreation supervisor be hired to oversee 
women's and girls' activities. 


According to Phillips, the district has 


needed such a recreation supervisor for 
some time but "we've had some fiscal 
limitations before." He said the park 


board will start budget reviews by look- 
ing at personnel and will then expand 
into other areas 


AN INCREASED assessed valuation is 


also expected to allow some expansion of 
the budget. Phillips said the park district 
is conservatively estimating a 10 per 
cent' increase from last year's $97,822,046 
figure. 


The estimated $10,000 in referndum 


interest not used to cover deficit spend- 
ing will be put back into the referendum 
account to finance extensive park im- 
provements

Bilingual class for school janitors

As the regular school day draws to • 


close each Tuesday afternoon at Sand- 
burg School in Wheeling, a group of stu- 
dents begin filing into the lunchroom for 
a rather unusual class. 


Taking* seats at a long, folding table,' 


the pupils begin looking over the mate- 
rial assigned for the week's lesson. The 
teacher, a petite blonde named Joy 
Thompson, draws a portable blackboard

Reisdents in the W. Strong street area 


are appealing a court decision issued last 
Apnl which allows 47 six-flat apartments 
to be built on scattered lots in their 
neighborhood The appeal, however, is 
progressing slowly, and the residents are 
now nearly ready to file written argu- 
ments with the court. 


' If the printer is on time, we will have 


the brief filed by April 15," said attorney 
•Tolin Burke, representing the residents. 
"Then it is up to the village to file some 
kind of response " 


Burke said he does not expect a writ- 


ten decision from the appeals court until 
sometime this fall, provided there are no 
further extensions in the case. 


THE LENGTH and expense of the ap- 


peal procedure has had its toll on the 
group of residents that originally chal- 
lenged the village's decision to zone the 
area for apartments. While a small 


group of residents is continuing the suit, 
others have dropped out for financial 
reasons and some have sold their homes 
and moved away. 


Plans to bring water and sewer lines to 


the W Strong Street neighborhood have 
also been delayed by the appeal. The 
major part of the utility lines are to be 
installed by developer Victor Smigel, 
who is planning to build the six-flat 


apartments on 47 scattered lots. The vil- 
lage has proposed installing lines in sec- 
tions not affected by SmigePs devel- 
opment 


Smigel, however, has put off construc- 


tion until the appeal is settled, and the 
village cannot begin work until Smigel's 
development is started 


Most residents in the area are cur- 


rently using wells and septic systems. 


closer to the table, creating a makeshift 
classroom in the large, empty cafeteria. 


The students in this class are not chil- 


dren and, in fact, probably range in age 
from about 17 to 50 years old. They are 
Spanish-speaking custodians who work in 
the 17 Dist. 2'l schools and they come to 
Miss Thompson's class to learn English 


The special course for custodians was 


first offered last year as part of a dis- 
trict-wide program of bilingual instruc- 
tion, designed primarily for a large num- 
ber of students of Spanish descent who 
attend local schools. 


RECOGNIZING THAT tile 15 Spanish- 


speaking custodians in the district face 
the same language barriers as the chil- 
dren, the course was set up to give the 
men instruction in reading, writing and 
speaking English. 


According to Miss Thompson, most of 


the members of the class can speak 
some English, but few have had much 
experience in reading and writing the 
language. Three or four of the men have 
only recently arrived in this country and 
speak no English at all.

the custodians before beginning the writ- 
ten lesson Many of the terms the custo- 
dians learn are relevant to their work 
and words they need to know such as 
"bucket" and "rag " 


THE WRITTEN lesson is usually done 


at home by the students and reviewed in 
class It includes exercises that are in- 
tended to increase command of the lan- 
guage such as matching English words 


with their Spanish equivalents, filling in 
blanks with the correct words and using 
certain terms in sentences 


About 12 to 13 custodiand regularly at- 


tend the classes, Miss Thompson said. 
The classes are free and the men come 
only because they are interested and 
have a genuine desire to become better 
familiar with the English language 


"They come because they want to and 


t h a t ' s all," Miss Thompson said. 
"They're all really bright guys who want 
to leain and they make a big effort Most 
of them try very hard."

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices 


Both arc assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School In High School 
Dist 2H, and Butler at Conant High 
School in High School Olst. 211 For the 
record their Job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct In the high schools are 
obeyed. But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks dopin t like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation 1 don t like." he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doting out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks, "What 1 would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks, "but a lot of people lay that on 
you " Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they, have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught .Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had trouble, getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because the.y think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light" 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses " 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem " It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a chronic 
truant since second 


grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day,. The student

The 
closest approach to Mercury by the spacecraft will be Satur- 
day when it closes to only 415 miles above the surface. 


House OKs aid to education bill 


The House yesterday passed a $7 billion federal aid to edu- 


cation bill that includes a strong antibusing section backed by 
President Nixon, The measure was approved 381 to 26 and 
sent to the Senate, where some major changes are expected. 


DC-10 cargo door not whole problem 
The former head of the Federal Aviation Administration, 


John Shaffer, told a Senate subcommittee that issuance of a 
mandatory federal regulation on faulty DC-10 rear cargo 
doers would not have prevented the Turkish Airlines disaster 
which claimed 34G lives. He reiterated the door probably was 
closed improperly.

66-truck Vietnam convoy ambushed 


Communist forces yesterday ambushed a 66-truck govern- 


ment military convoy in the Central Highlands of S. Vietnam, 
destroying or immobilizing at least half of the vehicles. The 
attack took place as the convoy started to climb the tortuous 
An Khe pass, 240 miles north of Saigon. In Cambodia, Prime 
Minister Long Boret said his government has renewed its 
offer for negotiations to end the war, but sees no chance for 
talks until after the end of the current dry season fighting. 


Pear heavy deaths in train collision 


A Rhodeslan passenger train and a Portuguese freight train 


collided head-on north of Lourenco Marques in the Portu- 
guese African territory of Mozambique yesterday and rail- 
road sources said heavy casualties were feared. Sources said 
they had reports of up to 50 persons killed and 30 injured. 


Iraai, Kurdish talks break down 


Attempts in Beirut by Iraqi government to negotiate a 


settlement with restive Kurdish tribesmen in northern Iraq 
have broken down, press reports said. Kurdish rebel leaders 
reportedly continued to reject the Baghdad government's plan 
for Kurdish autonomy within the Iraqi state, The main de- 
mands of Kurds is for full control over the oil-rich region of 
Klrkuk.

From the multi-million-dollar Hearst 


kidnaping to the $800 abduction of a 
Michigan woman this week, Americans 
are currently the victims of a rash of 
kidnapings. 


A Topeka, Kans., psychiatrist said 


Wednesday it is because Americans val- 
ue life so highly they are easy marks — 
"softies" to the rest of the world — who 
are being taken advantage of. 


The latest kidnapings included the ab- 


duction of a consular officer in Mexico 
and a 60-year-old Troy, Mich., optometr- 
ist's wife who was held for $800. 


"In many parts of the world life is 


relatively cheap," said Dr. Herbert Mod- 
lin, director of preventive psychiatry at 
the Wenninger Institute. "But Americans 
value it highly, so we are willing to pay 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to get it 
back." 


The most striking example of the 


American attitude, he said, is the contin- 
uing effort on behalf of Patricia Hearst, 
whose father distributed millions of dol- 
lars in free food, believed one of the larg- 
est ransoms in history, at the demand of 
her Symbionese Liberation Army abduc- 
tors. 


"We are softies and are being taken 


advantage of," Modlin said. "Other parts 
of the world must think that peculiar." * 


He said kidnapings may have replaced 


skyjackings as the thing to do among the 
small percentage of society that commits 
predatory crimes because it is now so 
difficult to hijack an airplane. 


He said kidnapings will probably con- 


tinue until someone refuses to pay the 
ransom. But since it might result in 
deaths, "I don't think Americans can do 
it."

Grill oil chiefs 
on profit rise

American oil companies and Arab na- 


tions are pumping a gusher of high prof- 
its from American consumers, members 
of a Senate subcommittee Wednesday 
told oil company executives. 


The Senate Foreign Relations special 


subcommittee on Multinational Corpo- 
rations sternly questioned the executives 
about rising profits during the energy 
crisis. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, asked Jo- 


seph J. Johnston, senior vice president of 
the Arabian American Oil Co. (Aramco), 
why profits rose 350 per cent between 
1969 and 1973, from $700 million to $3.2 
billion at the same time cost of crude oil 
also rose about 350 per cent, from $3.01 
per barrel to $11.65. 


Church said Aramco paid American 


taxes of $280,000 in 1969 and $609,000 in 
1972. Yet, he said, it paid more than $2 
billion in 1972 to Saudi Arabia. 


Between 1965 and 1969, Church said, 


there was virtually no sign of investment 
in enlarging capacities for production of 
more oil, contributing to the energy 
crisis. 


Johnston told the subcommittee that 


Aramco — a consortium of the American 
firms of Exxon, SoOal, Texaco and Mobil 
— "is a producing company, not a mar- 
keting company."

causes cancer in smoking 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (UPI) - A 


New York chemist Wednesday reported 
major progress in the long effort to find 
cancer causing agents in cigarettes and 
said a less hazardous cigarette could be 
on the market in five to 10 years. 


Dr. Benjamin L. Van Duuren, profes- 


sor of environmental medicine 'at New 
York University Medical Center, said his 
laboratory had identified a series of com- 
pounds in cigarette smoke that seem to 
help the development of cancer in mice. 


"We hope that we can find additional 


ones and relay this information to the 
tobacco industry and then, with their ad- 
vanced technology, ask them to reduce 
these compounds or remove them if at 
all possible," Van Duuren said in an in- 
terview after discussing his work at a 
science writers seminar sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society. 


He emphasized that there can never be 


a safe cigarette. But he said that in spite 
of all the warning against it, people will 
continue to smoke and therefore every 
effort should be made to make cigarettes 
as safe as possible. 


"I think within the next five or 10 


years we should be able to see some re- 
sults," he said. "I think that we are be- 
tween half and three quarters of the way 
along. We have characterized the cancer 
causing agents and we are now really 


coming along with co-carcinogens and tu- 
mor promoters." 


Van Duuren said three major cigarette 


companies are cooperating with his lab 
in the project. 


Lung cancer will kill an estimated 


75,000 people in the United States this 
year and the American Cancer Society 
said the rate of the disease is increasing 
at an alarming rate in both men and 
women. The society/says smoking is the 
major cause of lung cancer. 


heard testimony from several witnesses 
that the ground operations took place af- 
ter enactment of legislation which for- 
bade further commitment of American 
forces in the two nations.

April 30, 1970 when he claimed that 'for 
five years neither the United States nor 
South Vietnam has moved against these 
enemy sanctuaries.' He misled the Con- 
gress and the American people by sug- 
gesting that all U.S. forces had been 
withdrawn from Cambodia on June 30, 
1970 and that continued U.S. air strikes 
would be limited to border areas for the 
protection of American forces." 


Nixon signed legislation Dec. 29, 1969, 


forbidding introduction of U.S. ground 
troops into Laos or Thailand, and extend- 
ed the ban to Cambodia one year later. 


"Despite these clear provisions of law, 


American combat troops continued to go 
into Laos and Cambodia," Hughes said. 


Tax-backed campaign 
fund plan survives 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Proponents of 


financing federal elections with tax dol- 
lars scored a victory in the Senate 
"Wednesday, turning back an attempt to 
kill the plan by those who feel it would 
be "raid on the Treasury."

Kissinger waits 6 hours, talks more 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet leader Leon- 


id I. Brezhnev postponed talks with U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger for 
more than six hours Wednesday while he 
met other members of the ruling Polit- 
buro, diplomatic sources said. 


There was no indication whether the 


Politburo meeting, which was not offi- 
cially announced, had any connection 
with issues that have arisen in the Brezh- 
nev-Kissinger talks that began Monday. 


Some diplomats said they believed the 


Politburo was called to hear a report by 
Marshal Andrei A. Grechko, (he defense 
minister, on his official visit to Iraq 
which ended late Tuesday. 


Kissinger and Foreign Minister Andrei 


A. Gromyko, in an exchange of toasts at 
a luncheon Wednesday, gave no hint of 
any unusual difficulties in the Kremlin 
talks. 


Kissinger said the talks have reaf- 


firmed the policy of Soviet-American co- 
operation. He said the two countries are 
determined to maintain a policy of coop- 
eration in all parts of the world, " even if 
temporary obstacles might arise." 


Gromyko responded that he hoped the 


current meetings will bring "good, or 
better still. . . excellent results." 


Kissinger and Brezhnev, the Commu- 


nist party general secretary, have dis- 


cussed the stalemate hi strategic arms 
limitation (SALT) talks in Geneva, the 
Middle East, Soviet-American trade, the 
European security conference and nego- 
tiations on military force reductions in 
Europe. 


Kissinger told newsmen he saw nothing 


ominous in Brezhnev's last-minute post- 
ponement of their scheduled morning 
meeting. 


The purpose of Kissinger's visit is to 


try to resolve Soviet-American differ- 
ences that have arisen over all the sub- 
jects under discussion and to draw up 
working documents for President Nixon's 
projected visit to Moscow this summer.

In zoning payoff trial 
Hoffman mayor tells of bribe attempt

Hoffman Estates Mayor Virginia Hay- 


ter yesterday testified Bernard M. Pes- 
kin attempted to bribe her to stop oppos- 
ing zoning approval for the Kaufman and 
Broad Homes, Inc., Barrington Square 
development. 


Peskin's trial on charges he bribed six 


village officials for the K&B zoning in 
1968 will go into its ninth day today, and 
the prosecution's case probably will close 
this afternoon. Assistant U.S. Attorneys 
Anton Valukas and Tyrone Fahner yes- 
terday said they planned to call four wit- 
nesses today and rest their case. 


The case could go to a jury by Monday 


afternoon. Defense Atty, Thomas P. Sul- 
livan yesterday told presiding U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Frank J. McGarr the 
defense will require one or two days, if 
Peskin does not take the witness stand. 
If Peskin does testify, the time could be 
considerably longer, said Sullivan. Sulli- 
van has subpoenaed all persons who 
were members of the village planning 
and zoning commission in 1968 as poten- 
tial defense witnesses. The commission 
unanimously favored the zoning. 


MAYOR HAYTER was president of the 


Schaumburg Township Dbt. 54 Board of 
Education in 1968, and testified in that 
capacity at a village board meeting that 
Oct so. The school board opposed the 
-•oning because the high density proposed 
for Barrington Square would have had 
detrimental Impact on schools, the board 
feared. 


Mayor Hayter said yesterday Peskin 


heckoned her from the village board 
meeting to a hallway adjoining the meet- 
mg room. 


"Peskin said to me, 'What will it take 


to make you happy?' " Mayor Hayter 
testified She said she asked him, "What 
did you say?" and he repeated his ques- 
tion. "I don't have to be made happy," 
Mayor Hayter said she responded. When 
she started to leave in anger, "he said, 
'tills is going to go through,' " she testi- 
fied. 


ALTHOUGH MAYOR Hayter was not 


permitted to say how she interpreted 
Peskin's question, Sullivan quoted from 
a report of an interview conducted with 
her by the FBI March 10, 1974. "She con- 
strued that as an effort to bribe her — 
that's what she said." argued Sullivan, 


unsuccessfully trying to bar any testi- 
mony by the mayor. 


Mayor Hayter also testified she did not 


report the incident to law enforcement 
authorities. Outside the courtroom, she 
said she did not report it because "it was 
his word against mine." She declined to 
comment on why she did not report it 
after Peskin was indicted by a federal 
grand jury on the bribery, conspiracy 
and tax evasion charges Oct. 26,1973. 


Other witnesses yesterday told how 


K&B hid from its own accounting depart- 
ment the records of bribe money it paid 
to Peskin to pass on to the former village 
officials. 


M A U R I C E SANDERMAN, former 


comptroller for K4B's Illinois division, 
said Edward Stulberg, vice president of 
the firm, told him to isolate the records, 
handle them personally and not permit 
accounting department personnel to see 
them. Stulberg said the accounting per- 
sonnel would not understand the $100,000 
legal fee paid to Peskin, Sanderman tes- 
tified, Sanderman said he made four 
payments to Peskin on Stulberg's in- 
structions. 


James B. Soble, an attorney who 


worked for the Deutsch & Peskin law 
firm, told how Earl Deutsch gave him 
$20,000 which Soble deposited in his own 
bank account. Soble then returned $11,000 
to Deutsch. The law firm listed the entire 
$20,000 as an expenditure on its-1968 tax 
return, deducting it from taxable in- 
come. Another attorney, Eugene Dech- 
ter, a cousin to Deutch, also received 
$20,000, deposited it in his own account 
and returned $14,000 to Deutsch. Deutsch 
and Peskin also listed it as an ex- 
penditure. 


BOTH SOBLE and Dechter were in 


much lower income brackets than 
Deutsch and Peskin. While Soble and 
Dechter paid income taxes on the money 
Deutsch gave them, the taxes they paid 
were $9,615.10 lower than if the Deutsch 
& Peskin firm had paid them, an IRS 
agent testified. 


While the $9,615.10 alleged under- 


payment applied to the partnership re- 
turn for the law firm, the agent said per- 
sonal income tax returns of Deutsch and 
Peskin also were understated due to the 
transactions with Soble and Dechter. On 
their personal returns, Deutsch under- 


paid $10,040,15, while Peskin underpaid 
$9,098.47, said the agent. 


A l t h o u g h Deutsch has not been 


charged, the agent said IRS has at- 
tempted to collect the taxes he owes.

LESNIAK WOULD not commit the 


park board to an inclusion of funds for 
the purchase in the referendum. He and 
other board members said it was too ear- 
ly to make that decision as their own 
referendum amount has not been defi- 
nitely established. Another question from 
the board was on what would their share 
of the expense be based and what would 
that get for residents of the park district. 


Richa> 
H Wolf, of the PHIA, said the $9 


million estimate of the golf course's cost 
is probably high. He said it would more 


likely be around $4 million. Wolf pointed 
out that the recent Prospect Heights 
town meeting at Hersey High School 
showed strong sentiment by those attend- 
ing that the golf course should remain 
open land and that they would be willing 
to pay something toward that end. 


Wolf also said that inclusion of some 


money for the golf course in the referen- 
dum '"might even strengthen" it. With 
about S30 million assessed valuation to 
draw on, the most the park district could 
bond out would be $1 5 million. This is a 
legal limit 


PHIA PRES. Jack Gilligan, who also 


attended the meeting, said he fears the 
golf course will be lost to some developer 
ta the long run anyway. "Our fear," he 
said, "is that Mount Prospect is just car- 
rying this through to look good. I don't 
think they're being too ambitious in this "

I would tike to clarify some points In 


your editorial on the auto-testing plan, 
which was welt-written as far as It went. 


It was unfortunate that it be labeled a 


$100 tax because $90 of the money would 
eventually be returned to the certified In- 
spection stations for conducting the in- 
spections, including emission testing so 
that we agree, cars would not be sub- 
jected to more than one inspection. 


You talk about something being ab- 


surd. There Is nothing more absurd than 
paying tax money to operate'emission 
test centers to the tune of $3.4 million 
dollars. We figure on running the entire 
safety lane and emission test program 
for considerably less than that — and of 
course It would be done on a state-wide 
basis. 


We long ago rejected a proposal of con- 


struction of separate facilities for testing 
vehicles because of prohibitive costs. It 
was our opinion that the dealers or 
agents for the manufacturers, who 
should know the cars best, be held re- 
sponsible for maintaining them in a safe 
and pollution-controlled condition. Indi- 
vidual garage owners would also be qual- 
ified to conduct Inspections If a person 
chose not to have It returned to the deal- 
er. 


As to unfairly placing the entire in- 


spection cost on new car buyers, I dis- 
agree, because no one ever mentioned 
that the plan would require a gradual 
phase-in, year by year and would not re-

quire all cars to be immediately in- 
spected. If a buyer chose to keep his car 
for its entire lifetime, he would not lose a 
thing. If he sold it, the remaining value 
of inspections would be transferred to the 
new owner, and at no additional cost. 


Yes, there would be excess money built 


up in the vehicle inspection fund, but the 
bill proposal would allow for towing 
costs, junking and title cancellation costs 
as the old cars are phased out of exis- 
tence. This would help beautify the road- 
side and protect the environment. 


With proposals to relax the clean air 


standards, emission control might not be 
as Important now as safety improve- 
ments. Our plan envisioned working with 
the State Environmental Protection 
Agency to coordinate testing, so Mr. 
Mole is correct in stating it would be log- 
ical to combine facilities, but to our way 
of thinking county operated test centers 
are out of the question. 


As to your second question, why pass 


the cost of testing from the car buyer to 
the state to the test center, your com- 
ments are good and well considered. I 
was making my proposal for two obvious 
reasons: 


1. The older a car gets, the less likely 


we are to see the owner able and willing 
to pay for Inspection, Poorer people 
would get the break under my plan and 
there are more of them and there are 
more legislators who represent them. 


2. While only 50 cents of every $5 semi- 


annual Inspection would be used by the 
state to supervise the program, we must 
' run the same kind of accounting system 
to control inspection stickers and collect 
50 cents for each inspection semiannually 
and there would be no additional cost for 
us to control the Inspection money. 
(Frankly, the reason why this method is 
proposed is to eliminate any money 
changing hands at the time of Inspection. 
This was one of the problems encoun- 
tered in inspection programs previously.) 


Under the proposed bill, auto median- - 


ics who conduct the test would also have 
to pass a test of their own ability before 
being permitted to test vehicles. In view 
of the many complaints we hear about 
shoddy work at high prices, this might 
be an additional side benefit, plus the 
fact that every inspection station would 
be required to publish, in advance, the 
exact cost of repair, including labor, on 
every safety component. 


Now I'm willing to take your prize as 


the top egg layer of January 1974, but 
that egg could hatch a whole generation 
of buyer protection, safety conditioned, 
environmentally improved, and longer- 
lived Illinoisans who would wind up pay- 
ing far less for auto insurance than the 
total cost of the program. 


As I see it, you have to give a little to 


get a whole lot — like saving 300 to 400 
lives a year! I guess you might say 
which comes first — the chicken or the 
egg? 


Thanks for giving me the time; you 


depicted me as a duck in the accom- 
panying cartoon and that's good — be- 
cause to propose an idea like this proves 
I'm not "chicken."

Commission issued its revised forecast of 
nuclear power growth to the year 2000. 


The forecast omitted the most important 
figures of all, During the year 2000, the 
1200 predicted atomic power plants will 
create as much strontium-90 and other 
long-lived radioactive poisons as the fis- 
sioning of about 1,200,000 Hiroshima 
bombs, plus at least 600,000 pounds of 
radioactive plutonium. 


Is it possible to imagine a filthier pro- 


cess than nuclear fission? It is the only 
process for making power which creates 
pollutants so terrible that they must 
somehow be stored continuously for 
100,000 years. Why publish forecasts of 


How's it look? 


nuclear growth without a hint of its nec- 
essary twin — the stupendous growth of 
radioactive poison on this planet? 


The fact is we could have a Sunshine 


Future instead of a radioactive one. The 
federal government has already spent 
over three billion tax dollars developing 
nuclear power, and the AEC expects to 
spend about four billion tax dollars just 
developing breeder reactors for 
com- 


mercial use by 1990. What justifies this 
investment when there have been no 
commercial solar power systems com- 
parable to nuclear power plants because 
none have been funded!

For an average con- 
stituent to get the same pension, &e 
would have to pay about $25,000 per 
year, after taxes, for 20 years.

To keep tip 
with this inflation would require a salarv 
of $21,162 today.

Wilderness area in Illinois: designation of the first such 


area in the state under the 1964 Wilderness Act is under 
consideration. The Crab Orchard National Wildlife Refuge in 
southern Illinois is the site proposed by the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 


Some 4.000 of the 42,970 acres In the refuge are included In 


the proposal. 
. .More than 6.000 acres of agricultural land within the refuge 
are managed under a sharecropplng arrangement with neigh- 
boring farmers to provide food for the 80,000 to 90,000 Canada 
geese which inhabit the refuge during the winter months. 
Aquatic plants also produce food which attracts more than 
8,000 ducks during the fall migration. Species of waterfowl 
common to the refuge include the snow geese, mallards, pin- 
tail, teal, gadwall. shoveler. canvasback and redheads, 


, According to Wayne Adams, project coordinator at th? ref- 
uge, the Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife may or may 
n,ot recommend to the Secretary of the Interior that the wil- 
derness proposal be considered. If the secretary agrees, he 
then will forward a recommendation to^Congress, which has 
the final decision-making authority for the designation of wil- 
•4erness areas. Although the deadline passed in early March

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Would open door for use of revenue-sharing funds 
Bill to increase township power proposed 


by ANNE SLAV1CEK 


Legislation to Increase the powers of 


Illinois townships and open the door for 
township use of federal revenue sharing 
money for social service projects has 
been introduced by State Sen, John Nim- 
rod. R-Skokie. 


Nlmrod's bill, so new that it has not 


been assigned a number for the April 
legislative session, would allow town- 
ships to spend their local tax revenue for 
such diverse purposes as environmental 
control, public safety, transportation, 
health, recreation, libraries, services for 
the poor and aged and financial adminis- 
tration. 


Currently. Illinois townships have very 


limited powers including road mainte- 
nance, general assistance and some very 
obscure activities such as issuing certifi- 
cates of bounties for destroying crows 
and groundhogs. 


MMKOD'S BILL IS aimed at dealing 


with a federal requirement that local 
governmental units must have the statu- 
tory authority to spend their own local 
tax revenues in the same manner they 
decide to spend federal revenue sharing 
funds.

The legality of an earlier bill, which 


allowed a simitar wide range of uses for 
township revenue sharing, but not for lo- 
call township money, is in question after 
an opinion issued in February by Illinois 
atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


An attorney for the federal Office of 


Revenue Sharing in Washington also took 
the same stand as Scott that the earlier 
state legislation HB739, does not override 
the federal rule. 


Because neither of the attorney's opin- 


ions have the force of law, some town- 
ships have continued to use revenue 


sharing funds for diverse purposes such 
as senior citizen busing. 
- \ 


Others, such as P a 1 a t i n e township 


which held up funding for a teen-age 
birth control and venereal disease clinic 
and for a community band, are taking a 
wait-and-see attitude. 


WHEELING AND ELK Grove town- 


ships have decided to file a suit in feder-. 
al district 'court to clarify whether the 
existing law allows a wide range of town- 
ship spending. 


The "friendly suit" which Wheeling 


Township Atty. Richard Cowen will file 
soon, is merely to clear up the confusion, 
Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus ex- 
plained. 


Although federal officials are currently 


investigating local township revenue 
investigating local township revenue 
sharing spending practices at the request 
qf the League of Women Voters, Mrs, 
Kolerus said she doubted that there 
would be any reprisals even if the courts 
find that the current Illinois law does not 
override the federal rule. 


"Townships are acting with good in- 


tentions under an existing law," she 
pointed out. 


Federal law does provide, however, 


that units of government which misspend 
revenue sharing funds can be required to 
repay HO per cent of the funds wrongly 
spent. 


NIMROD'S BILL is aimed at allowing 


the wider township spending, even if the 
courts find that the current legislation is • 
not valid. 


The state senator explained that he 


does not believe the bill will open the 
door for townships to spend their own 
funds on social projects while ignoring 
the townships primary governmental re- 
sponsibilities. 


"Tounships, like any other taxing 


body, have to be responsible to the tax- 
.payers," Nimrod said. 


Nimrod said he expected no opposition 


to the bill because of its similarity to 
HB739. Both he and Mrs. Kolerus said 
the bill will have fche support of township 
officials throughout the state. 


Nimrod told the Herald that in addition 


to the new township powers in his cur- 
rent legislation, he and other members of 
the Township Study Laws Commission 
are also working on a codification of 
township laws that also would increase 
the role played by township governments 
in the state.

Official tallies reveal 
RTA margin under 1% 


Official vote tallies for all six counties 


in the new Regional Transportation Au- 
thority show the RTA victory margin 
was less than 1 per cent of the estimated 
1.3 million votes cast March 19. 


Lake County was the last to announce 


official totals. The canvass there was 
completed Wednesday. Adding the fig- 
ures to totals already •announced by 
Cook. Kane, Will, McHenry and DuPage 
counties, the margin is 12,879 votes. 


Opponents of the referendum are still 


seeking methods of fighting the RTA, but 
no decision on a recount request has 
been made. State Rep. Donald Tot ten, 
R-Hofiman Estates, said election taws do 
not spell out provisions for a recount in 
referendum elections. The laws provide 
only for "candidates" to seek recounts, 
he said, 


OFFICIALS IN Chicago and all six 


counties are Involved in the search for 
eight appointed RTA board members. 
They will have 28 days to name the 
members after the State Board of Elec- 
tions certifies the vote totals. 


John Hofferkamp, director of elections 


for the state board, said the board plans 
to meet April 5 to canvass all primary 
returns, including the RTA. 


If the Board of Elections does certify 


the RTA results on April 5, the city and 
the suburban counties will have until 
May 3 to name their appointees. Lang- 
horne Bond, Secretary of the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportaion, would then 
be required to convene the RTA board by 
May 10, seven days later, according to 
the RTA bill.

Warranty 
programs 
planned 
for homes 


by LEA TONKIN 


Buyers of new and existing homes 


may benefit from warranty pro- 
grams in the works which offer pro- 
tection against plumbing, electrical 
and other problems for a specified 
time. 


According to Bob Zaun, president 


of the Homefinders, Realtors firm 
based in Palatine, the notion that 
consumers should be able to buy pro- 
tection when they buy a home is in 
line with the type of warranty plans 
purchased for major appliances. 


The customer ultimately foots the 


bill for the buyer protection plan, of- 
fered through the Homefinders and a 
similar plan offered earlier by the 
Mount Prospect-based Starck Real- 
tors. Proposals for a pilot new home 
warranty council also will be consid- 
ered at this Friday's meeting of the 
Homebuilders Assn. of Illinois. If the 
new home warranty plans are set up 
by late 1974. the cost of this coverage 
will simply be added into the cost of 
a new home. 


THE COST FOR the optional BPP, 


as Zaun describes his company offer- 
ing, is 'a per cent of the final sale 
price of a home. For a $40,000 home, 
the coverage would cost the seller 
$zoo. The seller would in turn recoup 
this cost by hiking the sale prices 
Zaun said. 


The plan covers the following

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PROTECTION AGAINST collapse and lesser home buy- 
er problems may be offered through a new builder war- 
ranty program in Illinois. Other alternatives to the buy- 


er-beware situation are a mandatory statewide bonding 
program for home builders and warranty programs of- 
fered by realty firms. 


heating system for smaller heating 
units; plumbing fixtures, except toilet 
seats; plumbing and electrical sys- 
tems within the home; water heater; 
sheet metal duct work; central air 
conditioning, and certain window 
units; built in appliances; water soft- 
ener; and roofs (on a sliding scale — 
the older the house, the smaller the 
coverage). 


Why should a seller bother with re- 


couping the extra cost for a home 
warranty, when the market is swing- 
ing in his favor this spring? Accord- 
ing to Zaun, "Buyers are willing to 
pay for this. Most buyers are extend- 
ing themselves to the extent of their 
budget, sometimes beyond. They 
could have a drastic problem if any- 
thing goes wrong." 


THE PALACE GUARD program, 


offered by Starck firm at a cost from 


$250 to $400, was accepted by only 5 


• to 10 per cent of sellers, according to 
Andy Starck. 


"I think its a good idea - it's the 


age of consumerism," Starck said. 
Yet the company "hasn't been ac- 
tively pushing it the last six to eight 
months," he said. The plan included 
an extra cost for coverage in addi- 
tion to electrical, heating and plumb- 
ing repairs for a year.

According to Robert Widdicombe 


Jr., executive vice president of the 
Home Builders Assn. of Chicagoland, 
the affiliate Home Builders Assn. of 
Illinois will consider the formation of 
two warranty councils at the Friday 
convention in St. Charles. Illinois 
would be one of the first states to 
offer the program, if approved, un- 
der the auspices of the National 
Assn. of Home Builders. One council 


would serve the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area; the other council would 
cover the rest of the state. 


IN CONTRAST TO'the "buyer be- 


ware" concept that applies to most 
existing home sales, Widdocombe 
said, a one year warranty on mate- 
rials and workmanship is already of- 
fered by many new home builders. 
The voluntary warranty councils 
would extend warranty service to 
cover sales by members as well as 
npn members. The one year warran- 
ty would remain in effect. 


In addition, mechanical systems- 


would be covered through the second 
year. Protection against a major ca- 
tastrophe, such as collapse of the 
house, would extend for 10 years. 


"It's another kind of insurance pol- 


icy" Widdicombe said. "The cost is 
built into the price of a house."

cial Security numbers from insurance 
companies they have been doing business 
with for years. 


Why do the companies want the num- 


ber's? 


The Travelers Insurance Co. of Hart- 


ford says they want to use them to sim- 
plify their sequential numbering prob- 
lems for policies, accounting and corre- 
spondence. A 'social security number 
with appropriate prefixes can be used to 
identify a variety of policies - life, au- 
tomobile, homeowners and general liabil- 
ity, for example. 


That could eliminate the present head- 


ache of trying to fk a 25-digit number for 
an auto policy into a space on a drivers 
license or registration blank designed for 
nine digits. 


SEQUENTIAL numbering has' become 


such an important part of life that folks 
sometimes wonder if they really need a 
name any longer. To her banker a house- 
wife is no longer Mrs. Daphne Pafufnik; 
she's 
account No. QRS 999,999,901. 


To her insurance company she's another 
number. To The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice she's known by her Social Security 
number. Different numbers identify her 
to the state motor vehicle bureau, and to 
credit card and merchandise companies, 
few of whom care about the actual 
name. 


Sequential numbering also is quite a 


business, according to Sol Friedman, 
president of Atlantic Control Systems 
Inc., of Brooklyn. It makes sequential 
numbering machines for use in printing 
documents or applying numbers to docu- 
ments already printed. 


The gradual introduction of gasoline 


rationing state by state is the latest evi- 
dence of the importance of sequential 
numbering. In some states, the last digit 
of your ear's registration number deter- 
mines on what days you can buy gaso- 
line. 


ANOTHER IS THE automatic all-hours

We back day care center zoning 


An ordinance to allow day care 


centers as "special use" buildings 
in Des Plaines should be consid- 
ered by other Northwest suburban 
communities as a method of en- 
couraging local day care facilities. 


The Des Plaines city council has 


debated passage of the ordinance 
for a year If it is passed, centers 
— including commercial ones — 
would be allowed in single family 
areas. 


Day care throughout the North- 


west suburbs generally is restrict- 
ed by zoning to commercial areas. 
Arlington Heights allows centers 
as a special use in multi-family 
districts; Mount Prospect permits 
t h e m in planned 
unit devel- 


opments. But no community has 
taken the step Des Plaines is con- 
sidering. 


There are three strong points in 


favor of the ordinance: 


• It demands that centers go be- 


yond state licensing standards. It 


The 
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is restrictive, yet reasonable in re- 
quiring a maximum amount of out- 
door play area and indoor space 
per child, ensuring the highest 
quality facility for children. 


• It makes sure the center fits 


into the neighborhood. Residential 
centers must occupy buildings 
which can be reconverted to a 
home; operation hours are limited 
to 7 a.m. to 7 p.m.; signs can be no 
l a r g e r than a one-foot-square 
nameplate; fencing and storage fa- 
cilities tor outdoor play equipment 
are required. 


• It provides for public hearings 


before a special use permit can be 
granted. 


The ordinance was created after 


a day care center moved into a 
residential center in PCS Plaines. 
When the center applied for city 
licensing, it was turned down and, 
instead, taken to court, the suit al- 
leging a violation of the zoning or- 
dinance. The proposed ordinance 
follows from this suit. 


There's no question about the 


need for day care centers in the 
suburbs. The large number of 
single-parent families and families 
with working parents demands fa- 


cilities be available. 


We place our public schools in 


residential areas and many people 
with children want to live close by. 
Until now,, however, we have pre- 
vented day care centers — schools 
for our littlest children — from 
existing in the same neighbor- 
hoods, and instead relegated them 
"to shopping centers and store- 
fronts. 


We urge the Des Plaines city 


council to pass the ordinance which 
puts day care centers where they 
belong. At the same time we en- 
courage others to follow the lead 
set by Des Plaines and use their 
ordinance as a model for their 
communities.

When Crane arrived on that Saturday 


morning, he found himself confronting a 
crowd (mob is just a little bit too strong 
a word) of voters who came determined 
to be outraged 


Crane disappointed them. 
When he said, yes. he would vote for 


impeachment If he had evidence that 
Richard M. NLxon was guilty of some- 
thing criminal, you could almost hear the 
air going out of their balloon. 


But having come to be outraged, the 


snipers continued at him until they found 


a peg on which to hang their indignation. 
It came when Crane told them flatly that 
he would not attempt to record in the 
Congressional Record a cute little parody 
on the Declaration of Independence 
which they had drawn up urging im- 
peachment. 


At that point, the chairman of the 


meeting — having delivered herself of a 
eulogy at the beginning about the open- 
mindedness and impartiality of the advo- 
cates of impeachment — attempted to 
adjourn the meeting without giving the 
visiting congressman a chance to expand 
on his views. 


A great deal could be said about that 


meeting and about the divergence be- 
tween Philip M. Crane and those who 
came to carp at him. 


But suffice to say that those who came 


to accuse Crane of not representing his 
district simply don't understand him. 
There was nothing said by Crane at that 
meeting that was not absolutely pre- 
dictable by anyone who understands his 
view of the world. 


The INC advocates seemed to think 


that by convincing Crane that they had 
numbers on the side of their point of view 
that they could influence his thinking. 
That is not the way Crane operates, how- 
ever. 


Phil Crane figures that he is elected to 


Congress by people who share his view 
of the world, and he told the INC group 
that when his constituents no longer 
share his point of view, they will retire 
him from Congress. He believes that — 
and one suspects that he doesn't lose 
much sleep about it. 


Whether you agree with Phil Crane or 


not, it is simply unfair to give him the 
kind of abuse that certain members of 
that audience handed out.

I guess you can't classify the following 


as abuse, but consider the case of Serrill 
Danfield of Des Plaines. 


Danfield is a semi-retired painter, a 


staunch labor man and, paradoxically 
perhaps, a devoted Republican. 


Among the things of which Danny is 


proud is the personal meeting he had 


with Richard Milhous Nixon in 1962. 
Close on the heels of Mr. Nixon's loss in 
the presidential race of I960 and his de- 
feat for the governorship of California, 
Danfield relates, the Des Plaines painter 
was one of the first to urge Mr. Nixon to 
go for the presidency in 1968. 


In a nutshell, Danfield told Nixon that 


an essential element for his victory was 
to neutralize the Democratic leaning of 
organized labor — and Danny labored 
mightily to do just that in the key state 
of Illinois. There is evidence that he was 
successful, both in 1968 and 1972. 


Skipping several steps, we arrive at 


the fact that a regional directorship for 
the Department of Labor was recently 
awarded to an attorney friend of Attor- 
ney General William J. Scott. Serrill 
Danfield, the labor man who worked so 
hard for Richard Nixon, is still a semi- 
retired painter. 


Recently, Danny took a trip to Wash- 


ington, and swallowing his hurt at not 
getting the job he had been promised (I 
don't think he needs the money, but it 
would be nice to get some recognition for 
11 years of effort), he wrote to the White 
House saying that he would like to_ see 
the President momentarily to assure him 
of his continued support. 


Danny got back a fancy, preprinted 


card saying, sorry, Nixon can't see you, 
but he appreciates your support. 


Tha-tha-tha-that's all, folks.

Self-reform 
of Congress possible

WASHINGTON - Congress has said 


"no, thank you" to a pay raise, is trying 
to revamp an emergency energy bill ve- 
toed by President Nixon and has refused 
to permit women in the military aca- 
demies. 


Thus, despite Watergate and the House 


Judiciary Committee's Impeachment In- 
quiry, the legislative mills In Washington 
are grinding. 


How they are grinding, though, is a 


matter of contention. Nixon's character- 
ization is reminiscent of President Tru- 
man's 1948 campaign against what he 
called the "do-nothing" 80th Congress. 


But House Speaker Carl Albert be- 


lieves the record of the 93rd Congress 
will be the greatest since the 89th passed 
social reform legislation reminiscent of 
the first 100 days of the New Deal. 


But If the 93rd holds true to legislative 


course, it may go down in history as the 
Congress which did more to reform itself 
than anything else. It is about to aban- 
don the Rube Goldberg machinery by 
which it exercises its exclusive power 
over government spending. 


Both the House and Senate have 


passed somewhat different measures to 
let Congress fix Its own budget instead of 
relying solely on the administration. Un- 
der the reform. Congress for the first 
time would consider the relationship be- 
tween money to be spent and taxes to be 
paid, Instead of appropriating piecemeal 
for each department and agency.

Taken alongside a war powers mea- 


sure passed over a veto last session, the 
budget reform Is expected to reclaim for 
Congress authority It has seen the White 
House accrue either by force «r by 
default. 


In the field of social legislation, the 


showpiece for this Congress likely will be 
private pension reform for about 25 mil- 
lion Americans The House and Senate 
have passed substantially different/ver- 
sions, but compromise is likely. The ma- 
jor difficulty is not so much the pension 
reform bill but a provision to permit a 
sharp rise in tax-deductible allowances 
for the self-employed which some charge 
is a raid on the U.S. Treasury. 


Also passed by both houses is a bill to 


raise minimum wages — the first hike In 
six years despite record increases in the 
cost of living. Last year Nixon vetoed the 


bill as inflationary and made his objec- 
tions stick. 


The feeling is that a compromise on 


levels of minimum wages and on cov- 
erage is more likely this year, although 
Nixon has urged that teen-agers and stu- 
dents working full-time be covered by a 
lower minimum, while Democrats feel 
that should apply only to those working 
part-time. 


On energy legislation, Senate Demo- 


cratic Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana says 10 of the 17 administration 
requests have passed either the House or 
Senate. Five were in the emergency 
measure Nixon vetoed because it called 
for a price roll-back. 


The price question now has been di- 


vorced from the bill, which should 
smooth its passage. But a three-way de- 
bate is developing on whether to have an 


excess profits tax, an excess price tax, 
or a price rollback. And considerable op- 
position is evident to Nixon's insistence 
that the natural gas industry be freed 
from government regulation. 


Wage and price control legislation still 


is in committee, with sentiment increas- 
ing among influential Democrats to let it 
die. 


Campaign reform is caught in a three- 


way squeeze Tht Senate is taking up a 
measure for public financing of federal 
election campaigns opposed by Nixon 
. and by Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, chairman 


of the House Administration Committee. 
The Senate bill also faces a filibuster by 
Sen.-James B. Allen, D-Ala. 


Still in the wings — much talked about 


but with no sign of action — are such 
major bills as tax reform, national 
health insurance and gun control. 


However the House is expected to try 


again to get women admitted as students 
at the military academies.

Tax revolt may be building throughout U.S. 


WASHINGTON - When the Internal 


Revenue Service began a campaign 
recently to tabulate the tips of waiters 
and waitresses in Cleveland, the result- 
ing outov was loud and ominous The 
IRS branch office was deluged with com- 
plaints thai were remarkably uniform in 
content. "Why are you hounding us," the 
attendants asked, "when Nixon gets 
away scot free9" 


There are fears on high in the nation 


that millions of taxpapers may be asking 
the same question this year. With the 
dumbfounding disclosures that the Presi- 
dent of the United States paid only $792 
for 1970 taxes (on a salary of $200,000) 
and that his burden increased only $86 
the following year, there is considerable 
worry a tax revolt may be building 
among disgusted citizens. 


The worry js not coming publicly from 


the IRS Spokesmen there say the official 
expectation is that "most Americans will 
comply honestly with their tax obliga- 
tions." Kven the recently beefed up tax 
investigations staff is explained away as 
"part of a continuing process to keep up 
with a growing population." 


BUT ELSEWHERE there is consid- 


erable concern. Rep. Charles Vanik, 
D-Ohio, a member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, has told his col- 
leagues that he hears increasing talk of 
citizens who are contemplating cheating. 
Edward Stephens, a Washington tax at- 
torney, says he's convinced "the time for 
it is right." And popular tax columnist 
and author Ray DeCrane, of the Cleve- 
land Press, says that his monitorings in- 
dicate "a lot of people who are fed up — 
at the very least they are scraping for 
every deduction."

It is of course too soon to tell whether 


the frets are justified. Early tax returns 
are as yet too few to arrange into telltale 
patterns. Yet many tax observers agree 
that the antitax rumors are the strongest 
in decades, and some individuals and or- 
ganizations are openly calling for Form 
1040 abuse. 


Chief among the antitax guerrillas are 


the far right-wing traditionalists, some of 
whom have allegedly withheld part of all 
of their tax dollars for years. 


BOB LYON, organizer of an Arizona- 


based 
group called Tax 
Reformers 


United Endeavor (TRUE), says that at 
least 4.5 million Americans withhold per- 
sonal income tax — and the figure may 
be double that "I'm one of them," he 
admits, "I haven't paid my phone tax or 
some other taxes for years. I think I 
would be unpatriotic if I did." 


Lyon's reasons are rooted in his inter- 


pretation of the Constitution. He says the 
fourth and filth Amendments — passages 
concerned with the protection of individ- 
ual privacy and property — prohibits a 
personal income tax. He says if the U.S. 
returned to the Constitutionally man- 
dated method of "issuing money through 
Congress, instead of the Federal Reserve 
System," the nation could tax money in- 
stead of people and thus raise similar 
capital. 
i 


Regardless of the worth of the Con- 


stitutional argument increasing numbers 


of people are apparently adopting it. 
Recently are conservative Liberty Lobby 
group held a convention in Washington in 
which four people were honored for non- 
payment of taxes. 


And this Rightist movement has not 


only generated conventions, but publica- 
tions as well; Ken Kalcheim, a New 
Yorker, publishes a Liberterian news- 
letter called "Ripoff Resistance" in 
which he urges Americans to send Wash- 
ington a message, but no money. 


AND IF THE nght-wing is doing it for 


one reason, the left-wing is doing it for 
another 
Susan Wilkins of Roxbury, 


Mass., says her well-entrenched War Tax 
Resisters program has been so success- 
ful she has begun a $65,000 scholarship 
fund from withheld taxations. The Rox- 
burv effort encourages citizens to with- 
hold the nine per cent surcharge on tele- 
phone bills. Ms. Wilkins says the tax, be- 
gun in 1949, was initiated to underwrite 
part of the U S. military budget. Hun- 
dreds of people have withheld the tax 
since the early days of the Vietnam war 


Whatever the philosophy of tax resis- 


tance, however, all rebels seem secure in 
their belief that numbers carry protec- 
tion from prosecution. Roxburp resisters 
have recently been getting final notices 
from impatient IRS investigators, 
a 


handful of right-wing delinquents have 
been take to court — but apparently 
there is little chance of severe penalties. 


Kalcheim, of Ripoff Resistance, says 


he figures "it'll be 30 years before my 
withholdings amount to enough for the 
IRS to bother with." Another right-wing- 
er, attorney William Drexler of Min- 
neapolis, was recently acquitted in court 


when the jury found his resistance not 
malicious. 


NOT SURPRISINGLY, the IRS differs 


with the resisters on the risk involved. A 
spokesman says that 932,000 delinquents 
were uncovered last year and milked for 
a total of $523 million in withholdings and 
fines. Yet tax people do admit that 
delinquents were virtually all cheaters, 
not political resisters, thus once dis- 
covered they gave up with relatively 
little fuss. Genuine resisters do not break 
so easily; "No doubt about it," sighs a 
tax man, "if millions of people cheated, 
we couldn't really do much about it." 


Indeed, 
xif millions of people did cheat, 


the system would, in Ed Stephens' opin- 
ion, "collapse" There aren't courts 
enough or ]ails enough to hold such mas- 
ses This is why even serious tax refor- 
mers look with disfavor on unilateral tax 
revolt Says Bill Callahan of the Phila- 
delphia tax reform group known as the 
Tea Party: 


'A localized tax strike might help a 


particular local inequity, but a nation- 
wide ievo!t would only succeed in paral- 
yzing the nation What is needed is re- 
form, not cheating. I know people are 
angry, but the laws should be changed, 
net broken "

came back with one or two signatures. 


"I said 'this is great' shook his hand 


and called his mother to tell, her he had 
gone to class," says Tjarks. The routine 
continued day after day and now the boy 
rarely misses a class. 


Tjarks says he used behavior modi- 


fication on 53 students one year and it 
failed to work on only eight. Slips of pa- 
per for teachers' signatures are still in 
Tjarks office, each with a different de- 
sign mimeographed on it — daisies, a 
picture of Snoopy, a sunrise, a smile face 
or a butterfly. The students come in in 
the morning and' ask for their favorite 
design. 


"It's such a simple thing," says Tjarks. 


"Shaking someone's hand is not very 
much. It certainly isn't very expensive, 
but it works." 
• 
. 


He adds, "We obviously live in a very 


negative world. Just turn on the tele- 
vision or read the paper. The more 
people are bombarded with negative 
things the more insecure they feel." 


A POSITIVE ATTITUDE is important 


for teachers and discipline officers as 
well as students, according to Tjarks. 
"You 'have a tendency to get down on 
kids who keep .messing up. If you see 
nothing but the bad, if you spend all day 
with 'the bad kids,' pretty soon you're an 
old, negative grouch." 


Butler has been an assistant principal 


for six years and he says he has turned 
down promotions because they would 
have taken him away from students. But- 
ler sees between 40 and SO students in his 
office each day and he says he likes the 
job. 


"I really believe what I do for kids is 


good or I couldn't do it," says Butler. He

says he. really doesn't mind being ster- 
eotyped as.a harsh disciplinarian — as 
long as the discipline works. "I don't 
want to be liked," he says. "I believe it 
is right to do all you can to get a kid to 
do good in school. They have to have 
someone to make them do what is good 
for them. If you love kids you provide 
them with a structure they can rely on. 


. It must show them you care about 
them." 


BUTLER THINKS of his job as helping 


kids to grow up and he defines growing 
up as learning to conform to the rules of 
society by doing more and more things 
that you really don't want to do. 


Take toilet training for example, says 


Butler. He says his own children 
screamed and yelled, but "I made them 
do it. I didn't think about their rights. 
Today they don't hold it against me." 


Less than 5 per cent of-the students at 


Conant are frequent visitors in Butler's 
office. But when a student gets into 
trouble the first thing Butler does is take 
a look at the student's permanent record 
card in -his file. By looking at it he says 
he can "see a kid grow up." 


A typical freshman will get a few C's, 


will be absent from school nine days and 
tardy to class five times, says Butler. As 
he gets older his grades improve, there 
are fewer absences and tardies and he 
probably becomes active in student coun- 
cil or on the varsity football team. 


SOME KIDS go the,other way, says 


Butler. Their grades get worse and they 
get into more trouble. Butler calls this a 
"drop out pattern" and he say's a per- 
manent record card can track it as accu- 
rately as O'Hare Airport can track a jet. 


The dropout pattern is the result of 


failure, says Butler, and "failure is the 
outcome of not following directions or 
being under control." 


He tells teachers at Conant to "look at 


the worsJLkid you've got with a magnify- 
ing glass and find something he can be 
successful at." Once a student succeeds 
at something the dropout pattern is re- 
versed, says Butler, but "when a kid 
thinks of himself as a failure he's lost the 
battle and we've lost the battle." 


Butler says his job is to "coerce, per- 


suade, force — do whatever I can to 
show positive growth on that permanent 
record card." 
• 
. 


Sometimes it doesn't work. Sometimes 


a student just can't adjust to school or 
isn't mature enough for high school. 
. Some students just don't want to be 
there. 


BUTLER TELLS the story of one girl 


at. Conant who was constantly in trouble. 
One day she upset the tables in the cafe- 
. teriayran screaming through the halls 
and'finaliy wound up in Butler's office. 
He askedher "What do you want?" 


"I want to get out of here,"vshe said. 
Butler .told'her that if she continued to 


be disorderly and disrespectful to teach- 
ers and administrators she would be 
kicked out of school. He says he told her 


all she would have to do is tell him off 
and he would see she was kicked out. She 
did and she's no longer in school. 


Such cases are not the result of the 


school giving up on the student, Butler 
says. They are a result of the different 
needs of different students. Some kids 
are happier pumping gas, says Butler. "I 
don't think everyone needs a high school 
education," he says. "I think it's a value 
set by parents." 


TJARKS, ON THE other hand, thinks 


students should remain in school and 
should be channeled into special pro- 
grams to meet the student's special 
heeds. "That's why we have special pro- 
grams. That's why we have counselors. 
That's why we spend a lot of time help- 
ing teachers develop warmth, personal 
contact and their ability to relate to 
kids," he says. 


Some behavior, of course, can't be ig-. 


nored and can't be . modified, says 
Tjarks. "If-I catch a kid selling angel 
dust, which is heroin and cocaine, what 
positive thing can I say?" says Tjarks. 
"I have to follow the school rules. He 
gets busted. School is no haven for law 
violators." 
; 


But most of the time the rules are flex- 


ible, says Tjarks. A discipline officer 
should not be-locked into giving a set 
punishment for certain offense, he says. 
The punishment should be tailored to the 
student's particular situation. 


"Every time you deal with a situation 


you have a tremendous amount of vari- 
ables," says Tjarks.'"There's ho one log- 
ical solution each time."

It was something that had to be done . 


. 
just like that long, hot stint in the 


kitchen must precede the great big feast. 


Paul Grady isn't thinking about feast- 


ing yet. not in terms of his Buffalo Grove 
basketball team anyway. But the table 
has been set — that first, rugged season 
!•• history. 


And now it's just a question of time 


befoie they ring the dinner bell. 


Bison coach Grady did not see his 


team set the world afire in their In- 
augural campaign Nor did he expect it. 
The Grove cagers wound up with a 340 
overall mark after winning only one of 14 
starts in the Mid-Suburban League. 


It was a humble beginning to say the 


least. PethanR too humble, Grady some- 
times thinks. Btit at least It's out of the 
way and his charges can start thinking 
about something else bosides simple sur- 
vival. 


"There's no doubt about It being a 


building year for us," Grady observed. 
"I know a lot of people have told me all 
season to stay optimistic . . , that our 
day would come. But I've had some mis- 
givings right from the beginning on the 
principal that the varsity experience 
we'd be gaining would be mostly experi- 
ence in losing . . . not exactly the ideal 
way to expose kids to the game " 


That the Bison mentor expected a los- 


ing campaign was obvious. Buffalo 
Grove came into being as a senlorless 
school last fall and his formidable task 
this opening year was to spread three 
classes of candidates over five teams, in- 
cluding 
junior varsity 
and varsity 


squads. 


His resulting flagship club occasionally 


featured a starting lineup of two fresh- 
men, two sophomores, and a junior. It 
rarely set more than two or three juniors 
on the court at one time and was, of 
course constantly outmanned by bigger, 
stronger, more experienced opponents. 


"Even if we were a year later In open- 


ing and still had to go through It again, I 
think the results would have been more 
positive," Grady continued, "We would 
have to come into being when the league

was experiencing an exceptionally strong 
year." 


Through it all, the new helmsman has 


kept his cool though, along with some 
degree of optimism. "I'm already look- 
ing forward to next season. I'm not ex- 
pecting us to turn into instant world- 
beaters but I do feel we'll be a great deal 
more competitive and that will make for 
a much more enjoyable season all the 
way around." 


There is no question that Buffalo Grove 


will be competitive next winter. Even 
while spreading his three classes of 
troops over a four-year schedule, and 
pulling up some of his outstanding frosh 
and sophs to aid the varsity and junior 
varsity teams, there was an instant aura 
of respectability at the lower levels. 


The sophomore Bison crew notched a 


10-9 overall record, the frosh "A" team 
was 8-9 and the frosh "B" unit was 12-5. 


"All together, including the varsity we 


were 35-52. I'm very pleased with that. I 
think we have the kind of coaches and 
kids in the system here to insure us suc- 
cess over a period of time." 


How long that will be Grady Isn't cer- 


tain. He did express some degree of dis- 
appointment that the 1973-74 varsity sea- 
son wasn't a little more successful to be- 
gin with. "We started off strong and then 
lost Brian (Allsmlllcr) for three weeks 
with a cracked bone in his wrist. Had lie 
stayed healthy I guess I'll always believe 
our first season might have been at least 
a little more Impressive." 


Freshman Allsmiller will still be a ma- 


jor key in the success of Buffalo Grove 
over the next three seasons. At the time 
he pulled up hurt this past year the Bison 
had won two of their first three games 
and bad good shots at five of their next 
seven foes leading up to Christmas. 


Allsmiller made an exceptionally fast 


recovery but still missed most of that 
period and was not back to 100 per cent 
when he did return to the lineup. Grady's 
bunch went into a tailspin at the same 
time which was not halted until a dozen 
straight setbacks had gone into the 
books. 


A 50-44 triumph over Schaumburg 


snapped the string. The Bison lost six 
more games to close out the season, but 
Grady was at least satisfied that it all 
ended on a plus note when Forest View 
knocked them out of the regionals 67-46. 
"The kids played well even though the 
score may not have indicated it and for 
me, at least, it was an encouraging way 
to end the season." x 


The season also ended with Allsmiller 


and his other budding frosh, Mike Ledna, 
firmly entrenched among the MSL lead- 
ers in several departments. 


Allsmiller finished as the llth best 


scorer in the circuit with a 14,8 tempo 
and was also among the league's top ten 
rebounders, Ledna maintained a 4.4 as-

These two hold the biggest role in any 


immediate future drive toward success 
by Buffalo Grove because they'll be 
around the longest. But a raft of others, 
including a number of sophomores who 
saw varsity action this year, virtually 
guarantee an improvement for 74-75.

DOUBLE THREAT Steve Bartkowski ponders a career as 
a big league slugger while pro scouts drool over his 
batting ability at the University of California, or a con- 


tract wjth the new World Football League where play- 
ers' salaries are as astronomical as his batting average. 


The world is at his feet 
and stars are in his eyes

BERKELEY, Calif. - The sun feels 


good and even though he's looking right 
into it, it doesn't bother Steve Bart- 
kowski because he's wearing the long- 
billed cap with the round "C" on the 
front which shades his eyes and lets him 
concentrate on the guy standing 60 feet 
in front of him. 


His white uniform, tight at the knees, 


stands out against the green of the field, 
greener than usual because there has 
been ample rain splayed against the Ber- 
keley hills this* winter. And this patch in 
the middle of the campus is lush and 
manicured with care. 


The bat feels comfortable in Steve's 


hands as he waggles it slightly over his 
right shoulder. The scene for him is a 
groove, he's thinking, naturally, the way 
it must have been for his old man. 


Roman Bartkowski, who now makes 


his living as a carpenter in Santa Clara, 
was a baseball player. For nine years he 
played in the farm system of the Chicago 
Cubs, working his way to the high mi- 
nors. But he never made it to the top — 
he never got to bat in the major leagues. 
And so his sports pleasure comes vicari- 
ously through his son. 


Steve is 6' 4" and weighs 215 pounds. 


He's a junior at the University of Califor- 
nia. He's an athlete And he's going to 
make a living from it. 


On the rows of wooden slats bolted to 


the tiers of concrete which outline the 
infield of the baseball diamond, cracks in 
the grain shdwing they've been there a 
long time, there is only a scattering of 
people on this weekday afternoon. You're 
not going to get more for a college base- 
ball game. There are a hell of a lot more 
just' up on the street, on Sproull Plaza, 
listening to the young and concerned in- 
veigh against society. 


But those slouched on the benches 


aren't just there to lounge casually in the 
sun. They're dressed differently, with 
shirt and tie and winged-tip shoes, and 
their hair is shorter. Their skin is grainy, 


like" they've been in the sun a lot. 
They're baseball scouts and they're here, 
many of them, because Steve Bartkowski 
is a prospect. 


"He'll go cinch number one in the 


draft," says Jackie Jensen, who played 
here at California, who became the most 
valuable in the American League and 
who is back now as, the coach of the var- 
sity baseball team. 


Steve Bartkowski was a prospect even 


three years ago when he was coming out 
of Buchser High School in Santa Clara, 
where he batted .429 and was drafted by 
the Kansas City Royals. 


"They said they could go as high as 


$50,000 to sign me," recalls Steve, "but 
their first offer was $37,000. My dad said 
no." 


The truth is, Steve considered himself 


a football player then and his goal was 
the National Football League and he was 
sought by every university west of the 
Rockies, and a lot east of them, too, as 
an imposing quarterback with a great 
arm.>He came to California to play foot- 
ball and before his sophomore year he 
was already touted as an All-America. 
Then after he had played his first varsity 
game against a powerful Colorado team, 
passing for 260 yards that afternoon, Ms 
opponents called him the greatest they 
had played against. But in the first quar- 
ter of his next game, he hurt his left 
elbow — he had never been hurt before 
— and football turned sour for him. By 
the middle of the season he was on the 
bench, eventually supplanted by a fresh- 
man. 


"I was just as disappointed in myself," 


says Bartkowski bluntly, "as everybody 
else was. Here I was built up. I was the 
answer. I guess I wasn't 
mature 


enough to handle it." 


In the spring a year ago, he skipped 


football to go out for baseball. He was a 
catcher and also played first base. He hit 
.344 and set a school record for home 
runs. In the summer he went to Liberal, 
Kans., in a semi-pro league and hit 18 


home runs and batted in 75 runs in 58 
games. He decided he wouldn't play any 
more football. 


"A lot of baseball scouts directed me 


away from it," says the big blond slug- 
ger. "I had my mind made up, but then I 
came home and talked to Coach (Mike) 
White a couple of times and he's very 
persuasive. Besides, I've always liked 
football. It was a very good experience 
for me last fall. I played more than I 
expected " 


Now, as he scratched his spikes in the 


brown dirt of the batter's box to plant 
himself in a wide stance, he was faintly 
aware of the scouts watching him. They 
w o u l d determine his future. Gus 
Triandos, a former major league catcher 
who surveys kids for the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, would sign him tomorrow. The 
next baseball draft is in June. By the 
time it's the Dodgers' turn, Gus knows 
he'll be gone 


"I don't know," says Steve. "If I was 


sure I'd be playing a lot here in the fall, 
I'd probably come back for football and 
then maybe get drafted in baseball next 
January. Football, too. They're throwing 
a lot of bucks around that World Football 
League." 


The pitch comes in swift and waist 


high and the big kid's bat, snapped into 
an arc by his wrists, meets the ball solid- 
ly and it rockets deep to left center 
where nobody's going to catch it 


"If I was offered say $100,000 in June," 


says Steve, "I'd definitely sign a base- 
ball contract " 


He's already jogging around the bases. 


And the sun feels good on his back.

Super year for Falcons; 
no size but great desire

Future generations of Forest View stu- 


dents and fans may look in wonder at the 
record compiled by the 1073-74 basketball 
team. 


Years from now they may find It diffi- 


cult to believe that this Falcon team won 
more games than any other Forest View 
squad up to its time. 


Tomorrow's yearbook browsers may 


just figure that the 19-6 mark next to the 
picture of Ted Wissen's team represents 
some kind of mistake. 


But until another Falcon quintet comes 


along with more desire and determina- 
tion, this year's Forest View record will 
stand, Wissen's boys won 19 games this 
season strictly on spirit — and great 
physical effort. 


This year's Falcons had little height - 


no one on the squad was taller than 6-3. 
A lot of people said that Forest View had 
no real basketball players. With three 
football standouts and a major league 
baseball prospect on the team, the 
charge wasn't so farfetched. 


But even though the Falcons landed no 


one on the all-area team, they did boast 
a group of top athletes who demonstrated 
100 per cent Interest in basketball while 
they were on the court. 


Forest View's season was highlighted 


by big wins over Arlington, Conant, 
Prospect, and Wheeling — all teams with 
a height advantage over the Falcons. 
Wissen's squad did it without the aid of a 
big man or a big name. 


"We preach balance here," said \Vls- 


sen. "We like everybody to try to con. 
tribute. You'll notice that most good ball 
clubs have balance." 


Forest View's balanced attack is evi- 


dent in the season's scoring figures — 
Kurt Haaland, 13.8 points per game; Lar- 
ry Monroe, 13.1; Mark Russo, 11.5; Mike 
Meyer. 9.2; Craig Brlnkman, 7.3. 


Tiie 6-foot-1 Brinkman was the leading 


rebounder with 169 in 25 games, but Mon- 


roe was right behind with 153, Haaland 
had 142, and Russo grabbed 113. Meyer 
had 95 rebounds all year. 


The Falcons' balance showed up on an- 


other statistic sheet, Meyer led the team 
in assists with 102, but Haaland and Rus- 
so had 58 each, and Monroe had 56. Even 
Brinkman racked up 43 assists. 


"We were pleased with the season," 


Wlssen said. "We'll take a 194 record 
any year. Of course you always feel bad 
when you get beaten in a tournament." 


The Falcons lost two tourneys, the first 


at Kankakee in the Holiday Tournament 
when they fell to Wheaton Central, 51-47, 
in the final. Then they were eliminated 
by Arlington in the state regional tourney 
in March.

1 think It would be of interest to many of us If you would 


explain just what happens to a person when he has a hang- 
over. 


What causes those awful eye pains and headache? Is it the 


alcohol's reaction on veins or muscles or both? Some people's 
hands shake so bad they can't hold a cup of coffee? Why? 
How about being thirsty all the time? What organs are affect- 
ed to cause both vomiting and diarrhea? Are all organs of the 
body affected by alcohol? 


Alcohol Is a cellular toxin. It seeps directly Into any cell It 


comes In contact with. It coagulates protein, and you know 
that our cells contain lots of protein vital to their function. 
Our food ana many other substances are transported into the 
cells through complex chemical processes, but alcohol goes 
right through. 


In the bloodstream it causes the red blood cells to tend to 


stick together. In this way they can clump and plug up small 
arteries. This in turn interferes with getting oxygen to vital 
cells. 


The headache and the eyeache, which can be a part of a 


hangover, are caused by the overdilatation of the arteries in 
the brain region and around the skull. These arteries have

small nerve fibers in their walls. The overstretched arteries 
stimulate the tiny nerves too much and set up the pain pat- 
tern. Coffee contains caffeine, and this drug causes the ar- 
teries to constrict. By this action coffee sometimes helps to 
relieve the hangover headache. 


THE PROBLEM with using coffee is that the caffeine also 


stimulates the stomach to pour out a lot of acid pepsin juice. 
This is hard on a stomach already irritated by alcohol. The 
alcohol tends to dissolve away the protective mucus coating 
over the lining of the stomach, and the cells are exposed 
directly to the action of alcohol. This leads to inflammation of 
the stomach, pain, sometimes nausea and vomiting. A similar 
action is irritating to the intestines that disturbs their func- 
tion which can lead to diarrhea. 


Alcohol also causes the kidneys to eliminate a lot of water. 


This is brought about by a complex endocrine reflex mecha- 
nism. The end result is that the body loses a lot of water that 
it needs. That causes the thirst after the drinking episode. 
The thirst stimulates you to replace the needed body water. 


WITH EACH alcoholic episode some brain cells are dam- 


aged, possibly from the alcohol action and possibly indirectly 
because of plugging up the small arteries with clumped red 
blood cells, decreasing oxygen delivery. In any case the per- 
son who drinks a lot loses the normal ability to learn, and 
after, death the damaged areas of the brain can be observed. 


The alcohol's bad effects on the nerve cells affect coordina- 


tion, and the changes in body chemistry affect the muscle- 
nerve smooth coordination. As a result, shakes occur. 


In general, alcohol does affect the whole body. I can't think 


of anything good it does except act as a social lubricant and a 
sedative — even the latter is not always the case.

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Many persons have misconceptions about marriage 


(This column is presented by Forest 


Hospital In Des Plalnes, a fully accre- 
dited ISO-bed psychiatric hospital widely 
known for Us intensive programs in psy- 
chiatric treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


Marital myths, according to Dr. Don- 


ald Kerste, director of marital services 
at Forest Hospital in Des Plaines, are 
popular misconceptions about marriage 
that are Held by the majority of people 
both prior to marriage and after mar-, 
riage. 
' "One of the most common of these 
myths," said Kerste, "is- that people 
marry one another because they are in 
love. Certainly, most people when getting 
married do have strong feelings toward 
one another, but these often are mixed 
feelings of caring, physical excitement 
and 'turn on,' to use a modern phrase. 
'True love,' " Kerste believes, "when it 
does exist comes after many many years 
of growing together and living together. 


"The definition of love I like best," 


Kerste continued, "is when the satisfac- 
tion and security of another person be- 
comes as significant as one's own satis- 


faction and security. Then the state of 
love exists." 


Another common myth Kerste main- 


tained is that having children will' auto- 
matically improve a potentially difficult 
or troubled marriage. "Actually," he 
said, "when children come into a mar- 
riage, this provides a stress in the mar- 
riage system which can be responded to 
in three different ways. The best possible 
response is growth. Or the couple may 
make rapid adjustments and maintain 
the status quo. Or the marriage may 
regress and not function as well. Trouble 
in a marriage at a time of stress biases 
it to regress." 


YET ANOTHER myth Kerste men- 


tioned is if you are a lonely person and 
get married, it will solve your loneliness. 
But if this desired effect is not attained, 
you will end up feeling even more lonely. 


"If you and your spouse fight, you sup- 


posedly have a poor marriage," said 
Kerste. "In other words, arguments and 
disagreement are to be avoided at all 
cost. This is yet another myth. Arguing 
can be healthy provided it is constructive 
and positive. And incidentally, it's a good 


idea to argue openly in front of the chil- 
dren so they can learn how to argue cor- 
rectly and that it doesn't mean the mar- 
riage is poor. Then they won't grow up 
believing this myth. 


"One more common myth is that there 


are behavioral and attitudinal differ- 
ences between men and women and 
these differences cause most of the ma- 
rital troubles. In other words, one spouse 
— or both — harbors a stereotype idea of 
how a person of the opposite sex is sup- 
posed to act, think, feel, etc. If this per- 
son enters marriage expecting his or her 
spouse to fall into a stereotype role, 
there can be real trouble. 


"There are three particularly good 


times when one might intervene to pre- 
vent trouble from occurring from belief 
in these myths," said Kerste. "One time 
would be prior to the marriage. Another 
would be when the partners recognize 
that there are difficulties which are dis- 
tressful to 'both of them and come for 
.help. A'nd another is during a time of 
naturally occurring stress, such as the 
birth of a child, when the marriage sys- 
tem is geared up and ready for changes. 
But it would be very good trouble pre- 


vention if everyone had the opportunity 
to be educated about the marriage myths 
with his or her intended spouse," Kerste 
said. 


"CEKTAIN SKILLS also are needed by 


both partners if a marriage is to function 
well," Kerste added. "A most important 
one is skill in communication — learning 
how to tell another person what you feel 
and think in a clear and open manner 
and also learning how to listen and un- 
derstand what another person is saying 
to you. 


"It would be a good idea for each 


parnter-to-be to take the opportunity to 
examine oneself and one's own life, one's 
own hopes and aspirations and then 
share this examination with the intended 
spouse. This would be another form of 
trouble prevention, to know yourself and 
your intended," said Kerste. 


"To have the best possible background 


for a successful marriage, it's important 
to realize the marriage will change and 
evolve and require constant work," 
Kerste said. "It's important that people 
be willing to maximize their assets to- 
gether, minimize their liabilities and be 
willing and able to give and take."

Most realty transactions 
due to career transfers 


Job mobility continues to be the domi- 


nant reason that people buy and sell 
homes in the Chicagoland area, accord- 
ing to an analysis of 1973 sales by Baird 
& Warner, Inc., one of Chicago's leading 
real estate organizations with 30 sales of- 
fices in the city and suburbs. 


Rising affluence, changing neighbor- 


hoods, new family formations and the 
fulfillment of ivy-covered dreams don't 
even come close to "job transfers" in the 
used home sales derby. 


According to Robert G. Walters, vice 


president and general sales manager, 
residential division, approximately one 
out of every three homes sold by Baird & 
Warner was Influenced by a job move in 
1973. Data compiled from 3,625 transac- 
tions brought responses from 1,082 buy- 
ers — or 29.8 per cent of the total — that 
they were in the market because of job 
transfers. 


Among sellers, "job transfers" was 


given as the second most Important rea- 
son, accounting for 862 sellers, or 23.7 
per cent of the total homes sold. Listed 
first among the reasons for selling was 
voluntary relocating, with the analysis 
showing 969 such reasons, for 26.7 per 
cent of the total. 


Only residential property transactions, 


i n c l u d i n g single-family homes, con- 
dominiums and co-op apartments, were 
covered in the survey. Sales of com- 
mercial and 
multi-family 
apartment 


buildings or vacant parcels of land are 
not included. 


Walters observed. "Assuming that 


there were 7,230 distinct primary reasons 
for buying or selling — one for each buy- 
er and one for each seller of every home 
included in the survey —then the com- 
bination of 'job transfer' replies, totaling 
1.044. constitutes approximately 27 per 
cent of the total., 


Or. he said, "looking at it another way, 


the figure 1.944 represents in excess of 
half the number of homes in the survey, 
which would mean that more than half of 
the home sales in which we participated 
were affected one way or the other by 
jab mobility." 


Walters thinks that reat'stic figures 


are "somewhere in-between," estimating 
that slightly more than one-third of the 
homes sold by his company involve new 
jobs. He did point out, however, that this 
figure ia increasing each year and that 
more people both bought and sold prop- 
erties through Baird & Warner because 
of job transfers and voluntary relocation 


in 1973 than in 1972. 


The high Incidence of transfers, Wal- 


ters believes, largely explains the suc- 
cess of Baird & Warner's RESET pro- 
gram, which stands for Real Estate Ser- 
vice for Employee Transfers. 


This service, created in 1964, is keyed 


to people moving into the area. 


Two years ago Baird & Warner ex- 


panded its service to employees on the 
move by becoming a charter member of 
Inter-Comm, a cross-country real estate 
referral group. This organization pro- 
vides the machinery to assist Chicago- 
area home sellers, including many who 
were once buyers referred through RE- 
SET, to find housing at new locations 
when they are leaving Chicago. 


This two-way service enables Baird & 


Warner to acquaint arriving house- 
hunters with the Chicago market and, at 
the same time, to direct departing sellers 
to qualified correspondent brokers in 
many new locations. 


To fulfill its mission as chief house- 


hunter for many companies, including 
many blue-chip corporations, and their 
transfer-prone personnel, RESET has to 
meet three basic conditions: 


1. Fulfill the family's personal choice 


of location, transportation, churches, 
schools and other facilities. 


2. Suit the transferee's budget and 


housing requirements. While a home of- 
ten is best for the family, an apartment 
usually may be more suitable for the 
single mobile executive, 


3. The home being purchased should be 


located in an area that has good resale 
value. The family may again be a candi- 
date for a transfer. 


Service to sellers is a multi-faceted af- 


fair ranging from presenting qualified 
prospective buyers — possibly through a 
RESET referral — to putting them in 
touch with a responsible Realtor in a 
destination city.

Young realty executive says 
singles migrating to suburbs 


The face of America's suburbs is 


changing, and Tom Loehde's .face re- 
flects that change. 


Loehde Is a 31-year-old globe-trotting 


bachelor who chooses to live and work In 
the outlying communities surrounding 
the big city of Chicago. 


According to tradition, Loehde should 


be living In a near north high rise and 
working his way up the ladder of success 
In a big loop real estate office.

school. Emergency measures are taught 
to personnel of homes for the aged, pris- 
ons, hospitals. Offices, theaters and other 
public places have fire emergency plans. 
Airline stewardesses remind passengers 
of escape procedures at the start of ev- 
ery flight. 


How often do you have a fire drill at 


your house? 


An honest answer probably would be 


"never." safety experts report, since few 
families practice fire safety, let alone 
fire prevention. Most never even think of 
the possibility of fire. It's something that 
happens to someone else. 


Experts of the Combined Insurance 


Company of America's Department of 
Safety and Research cite grim figures to 
support this contention: a house catching

fire every 57 minutes, nearly 12,000 
people killed every year and many thou- 
sands more injured Infires, a price tag of 
more than $3-billion a year on property 
damage from fires. 


Think about it. What would you do 


tonight if fire broke out at your house? 
Would you leap from your bed, dash 
through the house shouting "fire," 
snatch up your most valued possession 
and then race into the jaws of flame or 
lethal smoke as you head for the out- 
side? Would you reach safety only to 
stop in your tracks to wonder whether 
someone was trapped inside and then, in 
panic, dash back to risk your life again? 


Instead, the experts say, the procedure 


should be this: 


With the first smell of smoke, cautious- 


ly go to the door of your room to deter- 
mine whether the fire's heat had reached 
It? If it was hot, call out to the rest of 
your household to pursue a prearranged 
escape plan, with each member of the 
family dropping either a mattress or pil- 
low to the ground and then lowering him- 
self out a first floor window, or if on an 
upper floor, climbing down rope ladders 
kept in bedrooms for just such an emer- 
gency. 


Once the alert has been sounded, the 


head of the household should go to the 
bedroom telephone extension and tele- 
phone the fire department, then make his 
way to safety via the window. 


Each member of the family should go 


to a prearranged rendezvous point where 
ail the family would gather without any- 
one dashing about wondering if someone 
was still inside. 


This is the course recommended by the 


National Safety Council and the National 
Commission on Fire Prevention and Con- 
trol, and It can result only from advance 
planning and periodic home fire drills. 


A few years ago, the Kansas City Fire 


Department devised a program it called 
Operation EDITH Exit Drills in the 
Home, which caught on in some commu- 
nities. Those who adopted the plan held 
regular fire drills that began with map- 
ping escape routes — at least two ways 
to get out of every room, through a door 
and a window. 


One story homes should have easily ac- 


cessible windows. Cellar windows should' 
be reachable and.large enough for es- 
cape. Rope fire ladders are recommend- 
ed for every upstairs room. 


A periodic fire drill should be a must. 
The National Commission on Fire Pre- 


vention and Control reports.95 per cent 
of the money spent on dealing with the 
hazards fire goes to putting out flames, 
only 5 per cent to prevention.

Her present goals for Davey are to 


continue with his language development, 
to help him adjust to new environments, 
to give him a degree of independence 
and In general to prepare him for the 
time when he will start school. 


Jodi Sticken works with nine students, 


six of them In grade school, two in nur- 
sery school and one at home. The young- 
est is 2l'a years old. 


"If only parents of visually handi- 


capped children would inform us early!" 
sold Mrs. Sticken. "If we can start 
working with the child as young as pos- 
sible, we can help both him and his pa- 
rents." 


THE FIRST GRADE reading circle 


gathers about the teacher, books in hand. 


"Let's tell Jeff about the picture," says 


the teacher matter-of-factly. Then the 
youngsters take turns assuming the roles 
of the characters in the story. Jeff reads 
his lines loud and clear. With his fingers. 
For Jeff is almost totally blind and his 
book is In braille. 


Jeff is in a regular class with non- 


handicapped kids at the Alcott School in 
Buffalo Grove. He is able to walk to and 
from school, eats lunch there, plays In 
the 
playground is 
included • in 
gym 


classes, finds his way about his class- 
room and to other classrooms. He has a 
faint perception of dark and light. 


HE LEARNS, and learns well, with the 


help of an intermediary, an itinerant 
teacher for the visually hanclapped who 
goes from school to school giving a boost 
to students like himself. 


Mrs. Laurel Denny works with 10 chil- 


dren, all visually handicapped. She trav- 
els each day to Alcott hi Buffalo Grove, 
Kirk Center in Palatine. Park View in 
Mount Prospect, Holmes Junior High 
and Tarkington in Wheeling. She consults 


and works with youngsters at Cooper Ju- 
nior High and also goes to nursery 
schools. 


The needs of visually impaired chil- 


dren differ depending upon the degree of 
disability. Some merely need books 
printed in larger, bolder type. Some 
benefit from the use of enlarging equip- 
ment. Some rely on special low-vision de- 
vices such as high magnification glasses. 
Some must rely on braille. 


MRS. 
DENNY works hand in hand 


with Jeff's teacher, transcribing his as- 
signed work into braille on a "brailler" 
— a sort of small, minimum keyed type- 
writer that types combinations of raised 
dots to denote different letters of the al- 
phabet. Jeff, too, uses the brailler to do 
his work. 


Should Jeff have any problems in con- 


nection with his.schoolwork, Mrs. Denny 
shows him how to solve them. She and a 
team of experts from the school district, 
from NSSEO (Northwest Suburban Spe^ 
cial Education Organization) and from 
SLIDES (Suburban Low Incidence Devel- 
opment of Exemplary Services) have 
studied Jeff and his handicap and have 
prescribed a program designed to coordi- 
nate his progress to that of a non-handi- 
capped child. 


"WE WANT HIM to grow up normal- 


ly," explained Mrs. Denny. "Many hand- 
icapped children benefit most by going to 
school in their own community, with 
some help from a special education 
teacher. Jeff is one of them. Jim is an- 
other." 


A fifth grader, Jim uses a Visualtek 


machine, a closed circuit television. Fo- 
cused on the page of a textbook, it en- 
larges the type to giant size on the TV 
screen. Jim is no longer limited to books 
printed in large scale type. The Visualtek 
machine has opened up the entire library 
to him. 


JIM IS AN active, happy, well adjusted 


child whose education, along with that of 
other visually impaired youngsters, has 
been made richer by many sources. His 
educational program is continually eval- 
uated by Mrs. Denny, the school district, 
NSSEO and SLIDES. His Visualtek ma- 
chine was purchased by the Buffalo 
Grove Lions, with help from other Lions 
Clubs. In beautiful, triple-size scripts, 
Jim's mother recently-compiled his spell- 
ing book. Volunteers, too, help in enlarg- 
ing script, darkening outlines. 


Said Mrs. Denny, "Blindness as a 


handicap is mainly an inconvenience. We 
try to teach children to overcome that 
inconvenience, to most appropriately use 
the vision that they have. 


"Jeff must move about the room on his 


own, me must keep order in his desk, 
work and play just as the other children. 
Above all, we want him to keep that 
curious, open mind." 


IN THE RESOURCE Room for the Vis- 


ually Impaired at Wheeling High School, 
Mrs. Jules Greenspon has a bantering 
relationship with nine students as she 
helps them keep step in regular classes 
with their better-sighted peers. 


Her role depends upon the needs of the 


individual student, all of whom are en- 
rolled in regular classes and have the 
same assignments as the other students. 
She may work with individuals or with 
small groups. 


Visually impaired students come to the 


Resource Room for many reasons — to 
have books, assignments, tests trans- 
cribed into braille; to do their home- 
work; to listen to tapes; to get help with ' 
a difficult assignment or reinforcement 
of a class lesson; to be given a -test from 
one of their classes. 


MRS. 
GREENSPON reads and types 


braille, as do Helen Becker of Mount 
Prospect and Betty Magoon of Wheeling, 
both employed as braillists in the Re- 
source Boom. All materials for the blind 
or near-blind students must be braille 
transcribed or taped. Other materials for 
students with lesser visual handicaps are 
prepared on a large-print typewriter. 
Large print books are available. 


"We service any Dist. 214 student with 


visual problems. Students, transported 
by bus, may be sent to us from other 
districts," said Mrs. Greenspon. 


"Many blind students can handle al- 


most any high school course, not only 
the regular.high school curriculum but 
even electronics, power mechanics, home 
economics. Blind students are included 
in driver education — one coach puts 
them behind the wheel so that they may 
get the feel of starting and turning off 
the car. It's a safety measure, and it 
gives them more ease as a passenger. 


"So much is being done for the visually 


impaired teenager," she declared with 
satisfaction, obviously pleased that she is 
a part of it. 


NOT ALL CHILDREN are born with 


normal vision. Of those who are, not all 
will keep it. Impaired vision, even blind- 
ness, does not have to be a tragedy. Con- 
c e r n e d , dedicated individuals and 
agencies are working their hearts out to 
give these children full and independent 
lives and complete, enriched educations. 


But they cannot help those they are 


unaware of. For the good of such young- 
sters, parents should inform the special 
education director of their school district 
as early as possible. If not parents, then 
relatives or friends or neighbors. If the 
parent is reluctant to go to the school, 
the school or NSSEO or SLIDES is will- 
ing to go to him. 


As Jeff's mother said, "What the 


school system has done for Jeff is like a 
miracle to us. We thank God 4faat He led 
us to the right place." 


TO GIVE DAVEY Tlapa independence 
and help prepare him for his school 
years is the goal of Mrs. Jodi Sti- 
cken, Dist. 59 itinerant teacher who 


works with 9 visually impaired young- 
sters. Davey, age 3, totally blind, at- 
tends regular nursery school. Mrs. 
Sticken also visits him at home.

If the ring mold was aluminum, it 


wouldn't matter what kind of water you 
used. After a period of standing around, 
it would pit regardless, merely faster 
with soEt water. You can use a glass or 
enamel dish or a crock (as in the olden 
days) so that it can be washed easily 
when the minerals start to collect. But 
minerals or not. the dish should be wash- 
ed thoroughly every week or so. Just 
stay away from aluminum for this pur- 
pose.

Out of 156 policies of- 
fered by 125 companies, this is how the 
Big Five fared: 


PRUDENTIAL (the largest insurance 


company in the country) 122nd; Metro- 
politan, 126th; Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, 53rd; New York Life, 65th; and 
John Hancock, 125th. 


The Shopper's Guides prepared by 


Pennsylvania lists actual premium costs, 
as well as the average yearly cost of the 
various insurance policies, which takes 
into account such factors as dividends 
and cash value. They also listed the 10 
highest-cost and lowest-cost companies 
for several specific kinds of policies. 


According to Consumer Reports, at 


least 45 per cent of American families 
are "seriously underinsured" because 
"they buy — or more likely, are sold — 
policies inappropriate to' their needs," 
policies which will bring the agent the 
biggest commission. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Consumer Reports 


strongly recommends that most people 
should buy term insurance — that is, a 
policy providing pure protection, a death 
benefit. But, the magazine found, life in- 
surance salesmen "almost always try to 
sell whole life" — a kind of policy that 
combines protection with a savings plan. 


Whole life is much more expensive, 


with the result that most young families 
cannot afford a big enough whole life pol- 
icy to provide adequate protection, Con- 
sumer Reports says. "As a rough rule of 
thumb, a $10,000 policy will yield your 
beneficiaries only $100 a month for 10 
years ..." 


As for the savings plan, "if you can 


make 5 per cent (interest) after taxes, 
term appears preferable," Consumer Re- 
ports says. Life insurance, the magazine 
says, is simply a forced savings plan 
which should be compared as such to 
other savings plans.

In fact, 12 times as many crimes of 


violence occur at night as In the day- 
time. So it is obvious that good home 
lighting is one of the best ways you can 
protect your family and home from crim- 
inal attack. 


Ordle Hogsett. University of Illinois 


Extension safety specialist, offers the fol- 
lowing good lighting suggestions: 


—All entrances to your home should be 


well lit. Although street lamps help, often 
driveways, breezeways and areas be- 
tween your neighbor's bouse and yours 
are left completely dark. To test your 
outside protection, turn on all entrance 
lights and observe if there are any areas 
where a person can move or hide without 
casting a shadow. If so, consider addi- 
tional lighting. Your power company rep- 
resentative can recommend placement 
and quantity of light needed. 


-KEEP YOUR BACK yard well lit. 
p""«'!<.ie enough light In your back yard 
10 fast shadows. One or two 100-watt 
bulbs may be sufficient. 


—Leave a light burning when you are 


away. Whether you are leaving your 
home for the evening or several days, It 
Is a good Idea to leave a light burning in 
a major living area as well as outside. 
Usually a 100-watt bulb in the living 
room or kitchen will illuminate the entire 
downstairs. An inexpensive "electric 
eye" can turn that light and the outside 
lights on at dusk and off at dawn when 
your house Is unattended. 


—Leave a light burning all night — 


even when you are home. You can fur- 
ther Insure your family's safety by leav- 
ing a light on in the living area all eve- 
ning. One 100-watt bulb costs about two 
cents for 10 hours — a small price to pay 
for protection.

Gardeners all over are getting ready to 


prepare seeds and little things for the 
garden. They will follow all directions to 
the letter and when the plants are almost 
the proper size to place outdoors, in 
some households like the CheUmans, the 
dog will leap up, barking at the bill col- 
lector (or whoever), knock the peat pots 
to the floor and consume them on the 
spot, mistaking them for opened packets 
of moist and tender doggie vittles. 


If these pots of struggling seeds sur- 


vive until spring cleaning, some am- 
bitious little Chellman will knock against 
the window curtain and send them crash- 
ing into the bathtub — at which time said 
child will dispose of them down the toilet 
and tell her mother later that fungus was 
growing on the windowsill. 


AFTER ACCEPTING donations from 


the Chellmans, I stirred up the compost 
pile yesterday, and can safely advise all 
compost gardeners to start saving kitch- 
en wastes, except soapy and fatty items. 
(Soapy water contains soda, among other 
things, which is not good for most plants. 
Only beets like it well. Fat, besides at- 
tracting ants, does not break down well 
and could best be used elsewhere, in the 
bird feeder for instance). 


Items to be selected for favor on the 


pile include: all green leafy vegetable 
scraps, vegetable peelings, and leftover, 
including cooking water, tea bags, coffee 
grounds, dryer lint, vacuum cleaner 
dredgings, animal manure, hair, feath- 
ers, chopped fish scrap, sawdust, pine 
needles, chopped corn stalks and cobs, 
wood chips, dried leaves, bones, nut 
shells, weeds, flower stems, you name it.

The afternoon tea party used to be purely social — a 


means for a group of ladies to get together and chat. Today, 
women have more to talk about than ever before. Whether 
the discussion of the moment is political or educational, 
ecological or cultural, the "tea party" is as nice an 
environment as any in which to meet. And bringing people 
together in hospitable surroundings to share the warmth of 
tea and attractive refreshments makes the meeting a pleasant 
occasion. 


Although food prices have soared higher proportionately 


than most other household, expenses, you can still entertain 
very nicely beginning with recipes featuring tuna. In addition 
to its economical cost, it provides complete protein 
comparable to that of lean beef. Tuna is low in both calories 
and cholesterol, and provides important vitamins and 
minerals. Its flavor blends with walnuts, olives and seasonings 
in a tasteful mixture that tops open-face finger sandwiches. 


Other excellent food buys are Florida oranges and frozen 


concentrated orange juice rich in natural vitamin C. Oranges, 
so abundant during the winter and early spring months, have 
kept a reasonable, steady price for several years - unlike many 
other fruits. The thin skin of these oranges makes them easy 
to shape into attractive "baskets" for a light, different kind of 
salad. The sections combine with tuna and crisp raw zucchini 
for the delicious filling. A companion yogurt dressing helps 
keep the calories down. 


Refreshing tea just naturally goes with these foods. Follow 


these simple steps to get the subtle flavor and aroma only tea 
offers. To brew hot tea in a pot, first preheat the teapot by 
rinsing it out with hot water. This will keep the tea hot during 
the brewing period. Bring fresh cold tap water to a full rolling 
boil. Only boiling water can extract the full flavor and "lift" 
benefit from the leaves. Water that has been reheated gives 
tea a flat taste. In the heated pot, put 1 teabag, 1 teaspoon of- 
loose tea, or 1 teaspoon of instant tea for each cup (about 5'/2 
ounces) of water; pour in the boiling water. Brew for 3 to 5 
minutes. Don't judge the strength of tea by its color; some 
teas brew dark, some brew light. It takes time for the leaves to 
unfold and release their flavor. Stir the tea and remove the 
teabags, or strain the liquid off the tea leaves before serving. 
If you like tea less strong, add water after the brewing period. 


Of course, a tea party wouldn't be complete without the 


perennial "sweet." Almond Grenadine Charlotte is a sweet, 
pink flower of a dessert. There's nothing ingenue about it — 
it's quite the sophisticate, the rich taste of almond and the 
grenadine syrup combine favorably in this dessert.

Working with yeast dough is Carla Ol- 


son's favorite culinary activity. Her spe- 
cialty is breads and coffee cakes, which 
she bakes year 'round. 


This Palatine cook's enthusiasm for 


home-baked goods is shared by 'her hus- 
band Paul and son John, 12, who like it 
fresh from the oven, thus Carla tries,to 
time it so that the bread will be done 
when John comes home from school or 
just before, dinner is served. 


Carla got the basic recipe for her white 


bread from a cookbook about ten years 
ago. She revised it to accommodate dry 
yeast and doubled the recipe to make 
four loaves. As the method takes an 
equal amount of time, the extra loaves 
are a bonus to have on hand in the freez- 
er.

Carla's redpl&s are very precise, al- 


though it is'common knowledge to expe- 
rienced bakers that weather can in- 
fluence the amount of flour needed. Her 
white bread is fine and light-textured 
with a soft crust. It is also delicious 
toasted and for sandwiches. 


Carla's Swedish Rye or Limpa is a 


Scandinavian 'specialty. She uses both 
rye and white (flours. Molasses, brown 
sugar and grated orange peel impart a 
slightly sweet and-spicy flavor to this un- 
usual bread. 


Limpa can be made in loaves or 


rounds. Always included on Scandinavian 
smorgasbords, it is also excellent served 
as sandwiches with ham or sharp Ched- 
dar cheese. 


Carla's Danish Coffee Cake is a de- 


licious breakfast treat. Shaped into a 
ring, it has a cinnamon and sugar filling 
to which raisins may be added, if desir- 
ed. 


Although Carla's family prefers the 


cake plain, it may be frosted with a con- 
fectioners' sugar icing. For Christmas, 
she suggests decorating the cakes with 
red and green cherries and walnut 
halves. As the recipe makes two cakes, 
Carla freezes one for later use. It is ideal 
with morning or afternoon coffee. 


The electric mixer can be used initially 


with all of the recipes, resulting in easy 
and thorough blending of ingredients. 
When the dough becomes too stiff for the 
mixer, the last additions of flour must be 
mixed in by hand. 


WHITE BREAD

Knead 8 to 10 minutes, until smooth 


and satiny. Place in lightly greased bowl 
and cover. Let rise in warm place until 
double, about 1% hours. Punch down; let 
rise again until double, about one hour. 
Punch down and >cut into four portions. 
Shape into loaves. Place in greased 9 by 
5 by 3-inch loaf pans and let rise until 
double, about one hour. 


Bake at 400 degrees about 30 minutes. 


Remove immediately and let cool on 
racks. For a soft crust; brush with mel- 
ted butter while still warm. Yield: 
4 loaves.

Let cakes rise, covered, for a half hour. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. Re- 
move from pans and cool on racks..

ar icing over the top. For festive occa- 
sions, decorate with walnut halves and 
red and green cherries.

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High prices, poor diets 


confront average homemaker 


Latest figures from the Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics indicate a 3.1 per cent in- 
crease In grocery prices last month. 
Coupled with an over-all cost of living 
increase, the American homemaker can 
expect little relief from the ever-shrink- 
ing food dollar. 


Gradual price Increases seem to be a 


thing of the past. It's not unusual to find 
a five to 10-ccnt jump within a week on 
many products. Basic foods such as sug- 
ar vegetable oil. meats, poultry, fruite, 
milk and vegetables- all show marked 
price increases from a month ago. All 
contribute to the same problem — the 
paycheck that buys less and less food 
each week. 


Still money is not the answer to a good 


diet 
Consumers seem to be cutting 


down, but are they cutting out? 


AMERICANS are spending well over 


two billion dollars a year on potato chips, 
pretzels, corn chips, nuts, crackers and 
similar snacks. These products are no- 
torious for their consistent lack of nutri- 
ents and abundance of calories. 


We wash the snacks down with about 


half a billion dollars' worth of diet soft 
drinks alone, not to mention the hun- 
dreds of millions of cases of regular 
soda-pop, according to R o n a l d M. 
Deutsch, author of "The Family Guide to 
Better Food and Better Health." 


A study by the Department of Agricul- 


ture indicates that in 10 years our house- 
hold consumption of milk, milk products, 
fruits and vegetables dropped about 10 
per cent. 


We've been called the "most overfed 


and undernourished nation in the world." 
Heart disease is our nation's No. 1 killer 
and numerous studies link high levels of 
cholesterol, physical inactivity and obes- 
ity to coronary heart disease. 


HOMEMAKERS do have valid com- 


plaints against inflationary food prices 
and often fixed budgets. It's tough to 
feed a family at today's costs, but poor 
eating habits have turned us into a na- 
tion of gluttons. 


A limitless or even generous budget is 


not the answer to good nutrition. The 
purchasing power of the food dollar could 
be greatly increased with basic nutrition 
information.

The homemaker's second interest is in 


keeping her food expenditures down. 
(Yet In practice, she spends more each 
year for expensive convenience and nov- 
elty foods.) Nutritional considerations 
rank as a poor third in her interests. She 
appears to have a very spotty knowledge 
about the benefits of nutrients or about 
which foods contain certain nutrients. 
And very little influence, continues the 
article by Dr. Stare and colleagues, can 
be seen in menu planning as a direct re- 
sult of any knowledge she may possess. 


CLEARLY, MOTHERS today need to 


know more about their families' nutri- 
tional needs and how they can be met. 
But nutrition education largely has been 
left to "someone else." There are no or- 
ganized, effective, 
widely used ap- 


proaches to teaching nutrition in ele- 
mentary or secondary schools. 


It is DO longer valid, to ask whether 


nutrition education is needed, writes Dr. 
Stare, but rather how much can we do 
and how shall we do it.

Gomes attributes a recent rise in the 


number of requests for deliveries to the 


Spanish-speaking custodians learn English

As the regular school day draws to a 


close each Tuesday afternoon at Sand- 
burg School in Wheeling, a group of stu- 
dents begin filing into the lunchroom for 
a rather unusual class. 


Taking seats at a long, folding table, 


the pupils begin looking over the mate- " 
rial assigned for the week's lesson. The 
teacher, a petite blonde named Joy 
Thompson, draws a portable blackboard 
closer to the table, creating a makeshift 
classroom in the large, empty cafeteria. 


The students in this class are not chil- 


dren and, in fact, probably range in age 
from about 17 to 50 years c-ld. They are 
Spanish-speaking custodians who work in 
the 17 Dist. 21 schools and they come to 
Miss Thompson's class to learn English. 


The special course for custodians was 


first offered last year as part of a dis- 
trict-wide program of bilingual instruc- 
tion, designed primarily for a large num- 
ber of students of Spanish descent who 
attend local schools. 


RECOGNIZING THAT the 15 Spanish- 


speaking custodians in the district face 
the same language barriers as the chil- 
dren, the course was set up to give the 
men instruction in reading, writing and 
speaking English. 


JOY THOMPSON, a teacher at Sandburg School, Dist. 
21 in Wheeling, conducts an English course for Spanish- 


speaking custodians who work in the district. A group of 
13 men regularly attend the classes. 
the 
some English, but few have had much 


experience in reading and writing the 
language. Three or four of the men have 
only recently arrived in this country and 
speak no English at all. 


Using flash cards with English words 


for common people, places and things 
such as "doctor," "school," "teacher" 
and "book," Miss Thompson orally drills 
the custodians before beginning the writ- 
ten lesson. Many of the terms the custo- 
dians learn are relevant to their work 
and words they need to know such as 
"bucket" and "rag." 
s 


THE WRITTEN lesson is usually done 


at home by the students and reviewed in 
class. It includes exercises that are in- 
tended to increase command of the lan- 
guage such as matching English words 
with their Sp'anish equivalents, filling in 
blanks with the correct words and using 
certain terms in sentences. 


About 12 to 13 custodiand regularly at- 


tend the classes, Miss Thompson said. 
The classes are free and the men come 
only because they are interested and 
have a genuine desire to become better 
familiar with the English language. 


"They come because they want to and 


t h a t ' s all," Miss Thompson said. 
"They're all really bright guys who want 
to learn and they make a big effort. Most 
of them try very hard." 


The classes began in -February and will 


continue until the end of the school year.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School in High School 
Dist. 214, and Butler at Conant High 
School in High School Dist. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that tlu'ir job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjuiks doesn't like to think of himself 


as fi discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation t don't like." he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks, "but a tot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave, 
Butler says he would have called their 
pa rente to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to,school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because they think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While'dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses." 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


."based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS 
using this 


method on a, student whom he describes 
as "a 
chronic 
truant 
since second 


grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

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Hoffman mayor 
tells of bribe 
offer by Peskin

Hoffman Estates Mayor Virginia Hay- 


ter yesterday testified Bernard M. Pes- 
kin attempted to bribe her to stop oppos- 
ing zoning approval for the Kaufman and 
Broad Homes, Inc., Harrington Square 
development. 


Peskin's trial on charges he bribed six 


village officials for the K&B zoning In 
1968 will go Into its ninth day today, and 
the prosecution's case probably will close 
this afternoon. Assistant U.S. Attorneys 
Anton Valukas and Tyrone Fahner yes- 
terday said they planned to call four wit- 
nesses today and rest their case. 


The case could go to a jury by Monday 


afternoon. Defense Atty. Thomas P. Sul- 
livan yesterday told presiding U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Frank J. McGarr the 
defense will require one or two days, If 
Peskin does not take the witness stand. 
If Peskin does testify, the time could be 
considerably longer, said Sullivan. Sulli- 
van has subpoenaed all persons who 
were members of the village planning 
and zoning commission in 1968 as poten- 
tial defense witnesses. The commission 
unanimously favored the zoning, 


MAYOR HAYTER was president of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist, 54 Board of 
Education In 1968, and testified in that 
capacity at a village board meeting that 


'-Oct. 30. The school board opposed the 


zoning because the high density proposed 
for Harrington Square would have had 
detrimental impact on schools, the board 
feared. 


Mayor Hayter said yesterday Peskin 


beckoned her from the village board 
meeting to a hallway adjoining the meet- 
ing room. 


"Peskin said to me. 'What will it take 


to make you happy?' " Mayor Hayter 


_ testified. She said she asked him. "What 
' did you say?" and he repeated his ques- 
tion, "f don't have to be made happy," 
Mayor Hayter said she responded. When 
she started to leave in anger, "he said, 
'this is going to go through,' " she testi- 
fied. 


ALTHOUGH MAYOR Hayter was not 


permitted to say how she Interpreted 
Peskin's question, Sullivan quoted from 
a report of an interview conducted with 
her by the FBI March 10,1974. "She con- 
strued that as an effort to bribe her — 
that's what she said," argued Sullivan, 
unsuccessfully trying to bar any testi- 
mony by the mayor, 


Mayor Hayter also testified she did not 


report the incident to law enforcement 
authorities. Outside the courtroom, she 
said she did not report it because "it was 
his word against mine." She declined to 
comment on why she did not report it 
after Peskin was Indicted by a federal 
grand jury on the bribery, conspiracy 
and tax evasion charges Oct. 26,1973. 


Other witnesses yesterday told how 


K&B hid from its own accounting depart- 
ment the records of bribe money it paid 
to Peskin to pass on to the former village 
officials. 


M A U R I C E SANDERMAN, former 


comptroller for K&B's Illinois division, 
said Edward Stulberg, vice president of 
the firm, told him to isolate the records, 
handle them personally and not permit 
accounting department personnel to see 
them. Stulberg said the accounting per- 
sonnel would not understand the $100,000 
legal fee paid to Peskin, Sanderman tes- 
tified. Sandcrman said he made four 
payments to Peskin on Stulberg's in- 
structions. 


James B. Soble, an attorney who 


worked for the Deutsch & Peskin law 
firm, told how Earl Deutsch gave him 
$20,000 which Soble deposited in his own 
bank account. Soble then returned $11,000 
to Deutsch. The law firm listed the entire 
$20,000 as an expenditure on its 1968 tax 
return, deducting it from taxable in- 
come. Another attorney, Eugene Dech- 
ter, a cousin to Deutch, also received 
$20,000, deposited it in his own account 
and returned $14,000 to Deutsch. Deutsch 
and Peskin also listed it as an ex- 
penditure. 


BOTH SOBLE and Dechter were in 


much 
lower income brackets than 


Deutsch and Peskin. While Soble and 
Dechter paid income taxes on the money 
Deutsch gave them, the taxes they paid 
were $9,615.10 lower than if the Deutsch 
& Peskin firm had paid them, an IRS 
agent testified. 


While the $9,615.10 alleged under- 


payment applied to the partnership re- 
turn for the law firm, the agent said per- 
sonal income tax returns of Deutsch and 
Peskin also were understated due to the 
transactions with Soble and Dechter. On 
their personal returns, Deutsch under- 
paid $10,040.15, while Peskin underpaid 
$9,098.47, said the agent. 


A l t h o u g h Deutsch has not been 


charged, the agent said IRS has at- 
tempted to collect the taxes he owes.

Music appreciation lessons from heavy 


texts are still part of the curriculum at 
the Dist. 21 school, but two days a week 
eighth grade students put down their 
books and pick up guitars, melodicas and 
autoharps, and seventh graders get out 
recorders. 


Working in groups and individually, 


the students learn to read notes, play 
chords and perform other fundamental 
skills. For most, it is the first experience 
with an instrument. However, by tlje end 
of the semester, the majority of students 
master several songs and have gained 
the necessary foundation to continue with 
private lessons. 


UNTIL LAST year, it was straight mu- 


sic appreciation in classes at London, 
with students studying music history and 
the development of various 
musical 


forms. Joan King, music teacher at Lon- 
don, said the children are enjoying .the 
classes more now that they have the op- 
portunity to try playing some of the mu- 
sic they read about. 


"I used 'to have kids come in and say 


why do we have to take music — all we 
want to do is listen to the radio," Mrs. 
King said. "Now they look forward to it 
and I think part of it is the feeling of 
accomplishing something. The actual 
skill can't be learned from history chap- 
ters in a book." 


Mrs. King said she believes the stu- 


dents also findmusic appreciation more 
meaningful because they can copy some 
of the techniques they study. 


"For example, in teaching jazz, when I 


talk about the 12-bar blues form, I write 
it out on the board and the students can 
actually play it," she said. "I think it 
helps them get more out of it." 


THE SONGS THE students learn to 


play include folk favorites such as 
"Blowin' in the Wind," "Michael, Row

Police still don't know 
reason for bomb 'factory' 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded in his hands. 


Police and federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing 'and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of his duplex 
house. 
• •• 


Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious injuries when a 22-incb pipe 
bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols' 
residence. Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital.after surgery Tues- 
day, He suffered lacerations of both 
arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds. 


A SEARCH OF Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 
hundreds of-commerically produced fire- 
works. 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. They included a six-inch bomb 
covered by plaster and, packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and other grenade-type bombs 
filled with nails, buckshot and other ma- 
terials. 


According to police reports, Nichols 


had made repeated inquiries around the 
area in an attempt to purchase sulphuric 
acid. 


Investigators said they have not been 


able to link Pearson or Nichols to any 
political or past criminal activities. 
Neighbors described the pair as "quiet" 
and said they had caused no trouble. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, the FBI 


and U.S. Treasury agents from the Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Tax division 
are aiding in the investigation. 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served in the military where they 
might have been exposed to explosives. 


Investigators said the bombs dis- 


covered in the basement were "crude, 
but effective." Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found is read- 
ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said. ' 


"We really don't know much about 


them yet or why they were making 


' bombs or what they were planning to do 


with them. When we find out why, we'll 
have answers to a lot of those ques- 
tions," an investigator said. 
. 


Nichols is being held in lieu of $10,000 


in the Cook County jail on charges of 
possession and storage of explosives and 
unlawful use of weapons. He is scheduled 
to appear in the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 
April 2 for a preliminary hearing.

this time. The Southern Assn. did not 
permit profit-making institutions to re- 
ceive accreditation before last Decem- 
ber. 


However, it does hold a permanent li- 


cense from the Florida Board of Indepen- 
dent Colleges and Universities. 


WALDEN requires Its candidates to at- 


tend a four-week summer session which 
includes seminars on educational ap- 
proaches and completion of a dis- 
sertation proposal. 


Candidates then must satisfactorily 


complete the doctoral dissertation under 
the direction of an advisor at Walden and 
a local regional adviser from whom they 
receive constant criticism on their thesis' 
progression. 


Once completed, the dissertation must 


be approved by both advisors, two read- 
ers and the Dean of Advisement in a

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Talks stalled over credit union issue 
City, police may return 
to bargaining table soon

City officials and representatives of 


Des Plaines policemen may be headed 
buck to the bargaining tables in the near 
future. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said yesterday 


he had instructed City Corporation Coun- 
sel Robert DiLeonardi to schedule a new 
round of contract negotiations with.rep- 
resentatives of the Combined Counties 
Police Assn., the patrolmen's union. 


Talks between the city and the police 


over this year's contract bogged down 
several weeks ago because of a recent 
dispute over a demand by police to form 


a separate credit union for the officers. 


"I think we are big enough to ask for 


another meeting," Behrel said yesterday. 


POLICE 
REPRESENTATIVES 
had 


charged the city was not bargaining in ,. 
good faith on this year's contract. They 
contended the ctiy broke off the talks be- 
cause no firm wage increase had been 
made to the police. 


Behrel termed claims made by John 


Flood, president of the CCPA throughout 
the Chicago area, as "complete false- 
hoods," 


Sources close to both sides indicated 


that the proposal for a separate police 


Oakton faculty salaries 
to increase by about 10% 


Faculty salaries at Oakton Community 


College have been increased an average 
of 10 per cent for next year. 


Tuesday the Oakton board of trustees 


approved recommended increaes in sala- 
ry for Individual faculty members and 
made Increases In the faculty salary 
schedule. 


The average Increase for a returning 


faculty member will be about 10 per cent 
next year. This year's average salary is 
$12,807 but will be increased next year to 
about $14,000. The college will spend 
about 7,8 per cent more next year on sal- 
aries for all of Its faculty, 


SALARY INCREASES are given to In- 


dividual faculty members at Oakton on 
the basis of merit' evaluations. Each 
teacher is evaluated by the adminis- 
tration and is given one of four ratings — 
unsatisfactory, satisfactory, merit or out- 
standing. The annual increases in the 
cost of living index for the Chicago area 
is also used to determine the final raise. 


The college board also raised the sala- 


ry schedule for faculty members next 
year. This year the salary schedule 
ranges from $8,300 to $22,000 and spans 
four academic ranks, Instructor, assist- 
ant professor, associate professor and 


full professor, Next year the minimum 
salary for an Instructor has been in- 
creased by about 20 per cent, from $8,300 
to $10,000, the minimum salary for ah 
assistant professor has beeri increased 
by about 21 per cent from $9,100 to 
$11,000, the increase for associate profes- 
sors is about 26 per cent from $10,300 to 
$13,000 and for full professors an in- 
crease of about 17 per cent from $12,000 
to $14,000. 


TRUSTEE STEPHEN LOSKA voted 


against salary increases, saying the col- 
lege should give taxpayers more time to 
express their views on the raises, espe-. 
daily when the increase is as high as 10 
per cent, He pointed out that last year's 
average increase in salary was about 7.5 
per cent. 


"I don't .think it is fair to hold the 


teachers responsible for the economic 
climate in our community," said trustee 
Thomas Flynn. "I don't think our teach- 
ers are overpaid, they are probably un- 
derpaid," he said. 


College Board Pres. Paul Gilson com- 


mended the faculty and the Faculty Ex- 
ecutive Committee for working with the 
administration and the board to deter- 
mine salary increases for next year. 


credit union was rejected because the 
city already has one. employe credit 
union. 


Flood said the police would use "any 


alternatives necessary to get the city to 
bargain in good faith." Some observers 
viewed the (Statement as a veiled threat 
of possible police strike or "blue flu" epi- 
demic. 


REPORTEDLY THE police represen- 


tatives have sought an estimated 12 to 13 
per cent wage increase and the city has 
offered about six per cent. 


However, police representatives insist 


the city bargainers have not made a 
salary offer during the three negotiation 
sessions so far. 


Mike Albrecht, president of the Des 


Plaines CCPA, chapter, said last week he 
had hopes both sides could renew con- 
tract talks. 


"WE'D LIKE TO GET back to the 


table and bargain .our .contract, but they 
haven't made us a wage offer," Albrecht 
said. He could not be reached for com-' 
ment yesterday. 


Talks between union firefighters and 


public works employes are reportedly 
still progressing, All three, employe 
groups are being represented by CCPA 
attorney Arthur Lpevy. 


While refusing to discuss any details of 


the contract negotiations with city em- 
ployes, Behrel said that non-union em- 
ployes' salaries would be equalized with 
the union employes once final contracts 
are negotiated. 


Contracts for the city employes expire 


on April 30.

Concerned Citizens for Quality Education 
School slate denies being 'pro-teacher9

Two months ago a group calling itself 


the Concerned Citizens for Quality Edu- 
cation announced a slate of candidates 
for the April Dist. 62 school board elec- 
tion. 


Since that time, the question going 


around town is who are the Concerned 
Citizens and what are they after? 


Charles Cooper, a spokesman for the 


group, said the Concerned Citizens are 
"pro-community and pro-child in what 
we'd like to accomplish." 


Although the group was formed as a 


result of board difficulties with teachers 
during last fall's contract dispute, Coop- 
er said he doesn't think "it's fair for indi- 
vidual candidates to get the label pro- 
teacher." 
. 


"We formed shortly-after the teachers' 


contract dispute was settled. It amounted 
to a group of local people getting togeth- 
er to try and come up with •some ideas 
on how we can better the school board 


situation in terms of the .board being more 
responsive to community needs," He 
said. 
' 


MRS. SHARON-Fridley, one of the 


founders of the group, .said the Con- 
cerned Citizens "wanted'to see some new 
blood on the school board." The group 
originally planned to have an executive 
council with a parent representative of 
each of the 13 Des Plaines schools. 


Cooper, however, said the organization 


"never really jelled." 


"We were supposed to form a specific 


group but it never really reached a point 
of consolidation. For one reason or an- 
other, it never became official," he said. 


While the organized activities -of the 


group seem to involve only five or six 
people, Cooper said the Concerned Citi- 
zens have about 200 supporters; 


"Citizens have joned in the spirit of the 


group just by virtue of volunteering their 
services;" he. said."I feel like we have 
representatives in many of the schools." 


THE INDEPENDENT group "basical- 


ly developed^ out of teachers' coffees," 
according to Cooper. 


"It started as a result of the problems 


centering around teacher negotiations 
business — that's what got the momen- 
tum goingj" he said. "It was a com- 
bination of people .who just felt some- 
thing needed to be done." 


Some parents have reported being ap- 


proached by teachers soliciting support 
for the independent candidates. One 
woman said a teacher told her he had to 
gather three names of people who would 
vote for the Concerned Citizens slate. 


Cooper said there is no formal con- 


nection between the independents and 
the Des Plaines Education Assn., the 
Dist. 62 teachers' union. 


"There are 'some teachers working 


.with the group — the exact numbers I 
don't have any idea. It could be a half 
dozen; it could be more than that," he 
said.' 


DPEA PRES. John Pacay also said 


the DPEA is not officially supporting the 
Concerned Citizens. 'The group has been,

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Deans fighting the 'bad-guy9 image 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Assistant principals 


and deans are the chief disciplinarians of 
the high school. They generally admit 
they are considered the "bad guys" by 
many students, and even by some par- 
ents. In Hie second of a four-part series 
on student discipline, two disciplinarians 
talk about their jobs.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School in High School 
Dist. 214. and Butler at Conant High 
School In High School Dist. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed, But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation I don't like," he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting In an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks, "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid Just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. 'They were caught. Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had' trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, (hey were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 
' 
, 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man-nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because, they think 
of it as holding them back, he'says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and .Tjarks. Tjarks is. trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification, which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses." 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows, you are as 
frustrated, as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. '. '' 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a chronic truant since second 
grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went' to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

Panel to weigh prairie preservation 


The Des Plaines Bicentennial Commis- 


sion will appoint a committee to study 
the possibility of preserving a prairie site 
along Northwest Highway as a bicenten- 
nial project. 


The 30-acre patch of land located near 


the Northwest Highway S-curve is con- 
sidered to be one of the few areas of 
undisturbed virgin prairies remaining in 
Illinois. 


David Wolf, chairman of the commis- 


sion, said Dan Messenbrink, principal of 
Central School in Des Plaines, will be 
asked to chair the committee. 


Roger Mattson and James Androff, a 


biology professor who originally called 
attention to saving the area, will also be 
asked to serve. 


Wolf said the services of Mrs. Joan 


Evans, Des Plaines, will also be sought 
for the group. 


ACCORDING TO WOLF the study 


committee will explore how the site can 
be preserved and maintained as a park 
for the 1976 celebration. 


Wolf said tours could be conducted 


through the area and brochures or book- 
lets printed up explaining the 40 to 50 
different types of plants, grasses, fruits 
and vegetables growing there, if the proj- 
ect is adopted. 


At the first In a series of "town meet- 


ings" sponsored by local commission 
members earlier this month, Androff 
showed slides of the areas and explained 
how the patch was a "natural con- 
servatory of flowers." 


He told the gathering that the site, 


owned by the Chicago and Northwestern 
Ry., contains various species of plant life 
indicating the prairie has been untouched 
for many years.

Biggest jump is in the youth appropria- 


tion. Auditors approved a budget of 
$58,220 for the Committee on Youth Fund

Police still don't know 
reason for bomb factory' 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded in his hands. 


Police and federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of bis duplex 
house. 


Mark A.' Pearson, 22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious injuries when a 22-inch pipe 
bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols' 
residence. Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital after surgery Tues- 
day. He suffered lacerations of both 
arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds. 


A SEARCH OF Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 
hundreds of commerically produced fire- 
works. 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. They included a six-inch bomb • 
covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and other grenade-type bombs 
filled with nails, buckshot and other ma- 
terials. 


According to police reports, Nichols 


had made repeated inquiries around the 
area in an attempt to purchase sulphuric 
acid. 


Investigators said they have not been 


able to link Pearson or Nichols to any 
political or past criminal activities. 
Neighbors described the pair as "quiet" 
and said they had caused no trouble. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, the FBI 


and U.S. Treasury agents from the Alco- 
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hoi, Tobacco and Firearms Tax division 
are aiding in the investigation. 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served in the military where they 
might have been exposed to explosives. 


Investigators 
said the bombs dis- 


covered in the basement were "crude, 
but effective." Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found is read- 
ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said. 


"We really don't know much about 


them yet or why they were making 
bombs or what they were planning to do 
with them. When we find out why, we'll 
have answers to a lot of those ques- 
tions," an investigator said. 


Nichols is being held in lieu of $10,000 


in the Cook County jail on charges of 
possession arid storage of explosives and 
unlawful use of weapons. He is scheduled 
to appear in the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 
April 2 for a preliminary hearing. 


Charges against Pearson still are 


pending.

Arsonists hit three machinery moving 


operations in Elk Grove Village yester- 
day attempting to burn trucks parked in 
outside lots and -the office area of one 
firm. 


Plants hit are the Sagan and Sons Ma- 


chine Moving Co., 1280 Howard St.; the 
L. E. Febure Corp., 584 Lively Blvd., and 
Polack's Leasing Plant, 2010 Toirhy Ave. 


According to police, a patrolman dis- 


covered the first arson incident at the 
Sagan plant parking lot shortly after 
midnight. 


The patrolman checking the plant 


spotted a burning flare in a truck cab. 
Police reports indicate an aerosol spray 
can was on the seat beside the burning 
flare but had not exploded. 


Police put out the flare and damage 


was confined to the seat of the cab. 


While the patrolman was putting out 


the first fire he heard an explosion and 
traced it to the nearby Febure parking 
lot. 


Elk Grove firemen were alerted when 


police found the cabs of two trucks in the 


Febure lot on fire.

They generally admit 
they arc considered the "bad guys" by 
many students, and even by some par- 
ents, In the second of a four-part scries 
on student discipline, two disciplinarians 
talk about their jobs.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School In High School 
Dist. 214, and Butler at Conant High 
School In High School Dlst. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed. But Tjarks and Butter believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation t don't like," he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks. "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid Just to give 
them a hard time, he sadd. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image: Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had trouble .getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature,, he says, People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because they think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage, 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses." 
' 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact, that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a- little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a chronic' truant since second 
grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

Watden University in Naples. Fla., at 
taxpayer expense because, according to 
Schaibte. the "unlverslty-wlthout-walls" 
approach 
to 
the 
doctoral 
program 


allowed him to get his advanced degree 
sooner. 


Board members contacted yesterday 


by The Herald said they were aware of 
t h c 
situation 
and 
concurred 
with 


Schaible's decision. 


Schaible requested the district pay for 


his fees because he did not feel the de- 
gree necessary for his performance as 
superintendent. Several board members 
agreed stating experience accounts for 
more than a degree. 


THE BOARD formally agreed to pay 


the university fee of $2,874 with a 
bimonthly approval of bills. Two mem- 
bers contacted Indicated they were una- 
ware of the item in the bills. 


Several board members also noted that 


they appreciated Watden's method, since 
it did not require Schaible taking a two- 
year sabbatical leave which is necessary 
under the traditional approach, 


Although Walden Is unaccredited, it is 


in the process of obtaining accreditation 
from the Southern Assn. of Colleges and 
Schools, according to Bernie Turner, 
Walden president. 


Because It is a profit-making 
In- 


stituHon, the university founded in 1970 
could not file for accreditation prior to 
this time. The Southern Assn. did not 
permit profit-making institutions to re- 
ceive accreditation before last Decem- 
ber. 


However, it does hold a permanent li- 


cense from the Florida Board of Indepen- 
dent Colleges and Universities. 


WALDEN requires its candidates to at- 


tend a four-week summer session which 
includes seminars on educational ap- 
proaches and 
completion of a dis- 


sertation proposal. 


Candidates then must satisfactorily 


complete the doctoral dissertation under 
the direction of an advisor at Walden and 
a local regional adviser from whom they 
receive constant criticism on their thesis' 
progression. 


Once completed, the dissertation must 


be approved by both advisors, two read- 
ers and the Dean of Advisement in a 
five-step process. At any point, it may be 
returned for total revision. 


Schaible's dissertation will be multi- 


visual presentation of the Nature Center 
behind Robert Frost Junior High School. 


The multi-visual presentation was sug- 


gested by his advisor, Dr. John Maho- 
ney. for its usefulness to other schools 
that might consider establishing a nature 
center. 


PRIOR TO STARTING this thesis, 


Schaible attended the summer session in 
June, 1973. He is now under the guidance 
of Dr. J. Zink, his regional advisor, at 
Albion College in Michigan. 


Schaible said he considers the degree 


a fulfillment of the board's request, and 
therefore, considers the accreditation of 
the university unimportant. "I do not 
need the degree for certification," he 
said. 


When asked about the status of the 


unaccredited 
degree, 
Donnie Rudd, 


board president, said. "I always encour- 
aged the superintendent to go back for 
his doctorate. Walden or whatever . . . 
the additional education Is a necessary 
thing." 


Other accredited colleges hold similar 


programs. Turner noted that both.Em- 
pire State College in New York and An- 
tioch's Union Graduate School offer com- 
parable programs. 


The board Indicated that Schaible had 


told them of his decision to go to Walden 
and had explained its program to them. 
They also were aware it was unaccre- 
dited.

Hoffman mayor: bribe suspect approached her

Hoffman Estates Mayor Virginia Hay- 


ter yesterday testified Bernard M. Pes- 
kin attempted to bribe her to stop oppos- 
ing zoning approval for the Kaufman and 
Broad Homes, Inc., Barrington Square 
development. 


Peskin's trial on charges he bribed six 


village officials for the K&B zoning in 
1968 will go into its ninth day today, and 
the prosecution's case probably will close 
this afternoon. Assistant U.S. Attorneys 
Anton Valukas and Tyrone Fahner yes- 
terday said they planned to call four wit- 
nesses today and rest their case. 


The case could go to a jury by Monday 


afternoon. Defense Atty. Thomas P. Sul- 
livan yesterday told presiding U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Frank J. McGarr the 
defense will require one or two days, if 
Peskin does not take the witness stand. 
If Peskin does testify, the time could be 
considerably longer, said Sullivan. Sulli- 
van has subpoenaed all persons who 
were members of the village planning 
and zoning commission in 1968 as poten- 
tial defense witnesses. The commission 
unanimously favored the zoning. 


MAYOR HAYTER was president of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board of 
Education in 1968, and testified in that 
capacityat a village board meeting that 
Oct. 30. The school board opposed the 
zoning because the high density proposed 
for Barrington Square would have had 
detrimental impact on schools, the board 
feared. 


Mayor Hayter said yesterday Peskin 


beckoned her from the village board 
meeting to a hallway adjoining the meet- 
ing room. 


"Peskin said to me, 'What will it take 


to make you happy?' " Mayor Hayter 
testified. She said she asked him, "What 
did you say?" and he repeated his ques- 
tion. "I don't have to be made happy," 
Mayor Hayter said she responded. When 
she started to leave in anger, "he said, 
'this is going to go through,' " she testi- 
fied. 


ALTHOUGH MAYOR Hayter was not 


permitted to say how she interpreted 
Peskin's question, Sullivan quoted from 
a report of an interview conducted with 
her by the FBI March 10,1974. "She con- 
strued that as an effort to bribe her — 
that's what she said," argued Sullivan, 
unsuccessfully trying to bar any testi- 
mony by the mayor. 


Mayor Hayter also testified she did not 


report the incident to law enforcement 
authorities. Outside the courtroom, she 
said she did not report it because "it was 
his word against mine." She declined to 
comment on why she did not report it 
after Peskin was indicted by a federal 
grand jury on the bribery, conspiracy 
and tax evasion charges Oct. 26,1973. 


Other witnesses yesterday told how 


K&B hid from its own accounting depart- 
ment the records of bribe money it paid 
to Peskin to pass on to the former village 
officials, 


M A U R I C E SANDERMAN, former 


comptroller for K&B's Illinois division, 
said Edward Stulberg, vice president of 
the firm, told him to isolate the records, 
handle them personally and not permit 
accounting department personnel to see 
them. Stulberg said the accounting per- 
sonnel would not understand the $100,000 
legal fee paid to Peskin, Sanderman tes- 
tified. Sanderman said he made four 
payments to Peskin on Stulberg's in- 
structions. 


James B. Soble, an attorney- who 


worked for the Deutsch & Peskin law 


1 firm, told how Earl Deutsch gave him 
$20,000 which Soble deposited in his own 


bank account. Soble then returned $11',000 
to Deutsch. The law firm listed the entire 
$.0,000 as an expenditure on its 1968 tax 
' return, deducting it from taxable in- 


come. Another attorney, Eugene Dech- 
tcr, a cousin to Deutch, also received 
$20,000, deposited it in his own account 
and returned $14,000 to Deutsch. Deutsch 
and Peskin also listed it as an ex- 
penditure. 
.BOTH SOBLE and Dechter were in 
much 
lower 
income 
brackets 
than 


Deutsch and Peskin. While Soble and 
Dechter paid income taxes on the money 
Deutsch gave them, the taxes they paid 


were $9,615.10 lower than if the Deutsch 
& Peskin firm had paid them, an IRS 
agent testified. 


While the $9,615.10 alleged 
under- 


payment applied to the partnership re- 
turn for the law firm, the agent said per- 
sonal income tax returns of Deutsch and 
Peskin also were understated due to the 
transactions with Soble and Dechter. On 
their personal returns, Deutsch under- 
paid $10,040.15, while Peskin underpaid 
$9,098.47, said the agent. 


A l t h o u g h Deutsch has not been 


charged, the agent said IRS has at- 
tempted to collect the taxes he owes.

Police still don't know 
reason for bomb factory' 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded in his hands. 


Police and federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of his duplex 
house. 


Mark A. Pearson. 22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious Injuries when a 22-incb pipe 
bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols' 
residence. Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital after surgery Tues- 
day. He suffered lacerations of both 
arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds. 


A SEARCH or Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 
hundreds of commericaUy produced fire- 
works. 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. They Included a six-inch bomb 
covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and other grenade-type bombs 
filled with nails, buckshot and other ma- 
terials. 


According to police reports, Nichols 


had made repeated inquiries around the 
area in an attempt to purchase sulphuric 
acid. 


Investigators said they have not been 


able to link Pearson or Nichols to any 
political or past criminal activities. 
Neighbors described the pair as "quiet" 
and said they had caused no trouble. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, the FBI 


and U.S. Treasury agents from the Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Tax division 
are aiding in the Investigation. 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served In the military where they 
might have been exposed to explosives. 


Investigators 
said the bombs dis- 


covered in the basement were "crude, 
but effective." Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found \s read- 
ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said.

Pepper Tree, Heatherlea

Alrjor repairs are expected to be or- 


dered within the next week for streets in 
the Pepper Tree and HcaUierlea subdivi- 
sions, after county tests showed several 
portions of the roads to be substandard.

Robert Bergman said Wednesday that an 
estimated 30 per cent of the county's 40 
core samples taken from the two subdivi- 
sions do not meet road specifications for 
the Kaufman and Broad developments. 


The

$500,000 performance bond to insure that 
the subdivisions meet the original speci- 
fications. 


The problem with the roads in the two 


subdivisions is the latest controversy for 
Kaufman and Broad, whose former pres- 
ident, William Kennlcott, and Cook Coun- 
ty Building Inspector John J, Vallo were 
indicted last summer in an alleged bribe- 
ry scheme involving Heatherlea and 
Pepper Tree. 


THE FEDERAL GRAND jury a year 


ago charged Kennlcott and Vallo with 
passing and accepting bribes to influence 
building 
inspections. Another 
charge 


against Vallo was Income tax evasion for 
false returns In 1969 and 1970, 


Bergman said he will mail a list of 


"questionable areas" to Kaufman and 
Broad next week, If the roads are not 
brought up to standard, Bergman said, 
file developer would forfeit as much of 
the bond as needed for the township to do 
the road work Itself, 


"If the roads are not according to the 


specifications, the problem is with the 
subcontractor to repair the defects. We 
would go after the subcontractor to make 
sure things are brought up to specifica- 
tion." said Kaufman and Broad Vice 
President Ian Robertson yesterday.

Record $483,000 township 
road, bridge budget OKd 


A record $483,000 budget was approved 


Tuesday for the Palatine Township road 
and bridge fund, and provides for the 
hiring of two full time men and purchase 
of a $26,000 truck. 


The 1974-75 budget is up 37 per cent 


from last year, Approximately 40 per 
cent of the money collected will go to 
municipalities in the township for upkeep 
of roads in the incorporated areas. The 
remaining 60 per cent is used by the 
township highway department for unin- 
corporated roads, 


According to Township Highway Comr. 


Robert L. Bergman, the new budget will 
mean a 2- to 3Va-cent tax rate increase per 
$100 assessed valuation. The most recent 
tax rate was nine cents per $100. Berg- 
man said the new budget will carry a tax 
rate of 11 to 12& cents per $100. Home- 
owners with houses assessed at $10,000 
would pay $11 to $12.50 to the road and 
bridge fund in the 1974-75 budget. 


THE NEW full-time positions will car- 


ry a salary of approximately $9,000 each, 
and will be filled during the coming 
year. Current employes will not receive 
salary increases, but will instead be ex- 
tended hospitalization benefits, according 
to Bergman. 


The other major budget increase was 


approved for 'additional street lighting 
along township roads fronting on North- 
w e s t Highway, including Coolidge, 
Maple, Franklin, and Morrison avenues. 


Bergman said the $10,000 lighting 


budget would be used to install street 
lights needed for a "safety factor, not 
just for convenience." Last year, $5,000 
was budgeted for lighting and signs.

'Bomb factory' remains a mystery to police 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded in his hands. 


Police and federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of his duplex 
house, 


Mark A, Pearson, 22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious injuries when a 22-inch pipe 


bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols' 
residence, Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital after surgery Tues- 
day. He suffered lacerations of both 
arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds. 


A SEARCH OF Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 


hundreds of commericaUy produced fire- 
works. 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. They included a six-inch bomb 
covered by plaster 'and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and other grenade-type bombs 
filled with nails; buckshot and other ma- 
terials. 


According to police reports, Nichols 


had made repeated inquiries around the 
area in an attempt to purchase sulphuric 
acid. 


Investigators said they have not been 


able to link Pearson or Nichols to any 


political or past criminal activities. 
Neighbors described the pair as "quiet" 
and said they had caused no trouble. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, the FBI 


and U.S. Treasury agents from the Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Tax division 
are aiding in thtf investigation. 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served in the military where they 
might have been exposed to explosives. 


Investigators said the bombs 
dis- 


covered in the basement were "crude, 
but effective." Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found is read- 


ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said. 


"We really don't know much about 


them yet or why they were making 
bombs or what they were planning to do 
with them, When we find out why, we'll 
have answers to a lot of those ques- 
tions," an investigator said.

Township 
funds may 
be refused 


Rolling Meadows officials may not ac- 


cept $1,540 of Palatine Township reve- 
nue-sharing set aside for the Rolling 
Meadows Fire Department. 


Township auditors approved 
$5,000 


Monday to be divided between the three 
fire departments serving township resi- 
dents: Palatine Village and Rural Fire 
Department 
$3,383; 
Rolling Meadows 


Fire Department, $1,540; and Harrington 
Fire Department, S77. The funds were di- 
vided on a population basis. 


"We didn't get very much information 


on the program as to the distribution of 
funds and what's going to be required if 
we would get the money," Rolling Mead- 
ows Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty said 
Tuesday. 


"At this point, my feeling would be I 


don't want to get imolved in accepting 
money from the township. The federal 
government gives us our own share of 
revenue sharing. It seems to me that if 
they have that kind of money they should 
use it to lower their tax rate," Rolling 
Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer said 
Tuesday. 


EARLIER THIS year, Rolling Mead- 


ows required a new township senior citi- 
zen bus service to pass city license stan- 
dards. Although the bus service started 
Feb. 19, service has still not been extend- 
ed to Rolling Meadows citizens, pending 
licensing approval. 


Meyer had questioned the legality o£ 


the township's funding for the projects, 
particularly for the bus service and fire 
departments. 


Acting Township Atty. Richard Cowet 


told township commissioners that the 
$5.000 allocation was legal under House 
Bill 1179, which gave townships under 
100,000 population the power to purchase 
emergency equipment and acquire fire 
protection. 


According 
to Township Supervisor 


Howard I. Olsen, the three departments 
have 90 days to make formal requests 
for the funds, describing how the money 
will be spent in each department. 


IF ROLLING MEADOWS or one of the 


other fire departments does not make a 
request for the money within the 90 days, 
that share would be divided between the 
departments 
which have applied for 


funding, Olsen said. 
. 


"The board has no intention of putting 


any strings on it, except to benefit the 
people of Palatine Township," Olsen 
said. 


Palatine's share is planned for a para- 


medic-equipped ambulance, and Barring- 
ton is expected to spend its share for 
supplies and equipment. 


The original request for fire depart- 


ment-related funding came from Pala- 
tine Jaycee Jack O'Connor to get reve- 
nue sharing for the local ambulance 
drive. Township auditors told O'Connor 
to revise his plan to include fire depart- 
ments representing all township resi- 
dents, so the population-based proposal 
was submitted and subsequently 
ap- 


proved. 


Revenue sharing was started two years 


ago by the federal government, when 
some federal income was distributed to 
state and local governments for local 
funding of projects.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School in High School 
Dist 214. and Butler at Conant High 
School In High School Dist. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
stunent conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed, But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation I don't like," he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks, "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid Just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could hav,e come to 
him, told him they had trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because' they think 
of it as holding them back, he says, They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


BUtler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses-that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses." 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a chronic truant since second 
grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

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Village board ivrapup 
Borrowed funds 
to be limited 


Palatine officials have agreed to place restrictions on the 


amount of money the village may borrow without voter ap- 
proval. 


A ceiling of 1 per cent of the village's assessed valuation 


was approved by the village board Monday on the amount of 
general obligation bonds the village may issue without refer- 
endum. 


At present, this would enable the board to issue $1.3 million 


In general obligation bonds without voter approval. The per- 
centage figure rather than a dollar amount was agreed to so 
the village's bonding power will Increase as the size of the 
village increases. 


To furtlter curb the village's power to issue bonds without a 


referendum, the board voted to require a two-thirds vote rath- 
er than a simple majority of the board to approve Issuance of 
bonds. 


State law places no limit on the amount of money a home 


rule municipality (a municipality with a population over 
23,000) may borrow without a referendum. 


Palatine currently has nearly $15,000 outstanding in general 


obligation bonds. The 1974-75 village budget, adopted Monday, 
calls for the Issuance of $325,000 in general obligation bonds. 
The bonds are proposed to finance at $228,000 addition to the 
Colfax Street Fire station, a fire department training tower 
and an addition to the public works garage. 


Lake Louise two way? 


Lake Louise Drive may be converted to a two-way, street, 


ending five years of one-way traffic. 


Signs marking the street as one-way were recently taken 


down when it was learned the village had never officially 
adopted an ordinance making Lake Louise Drive one-way. 
The board voted last week to convert the street back to one- 
way at the request of the Lake Louise PTA but has now 
tabled the matter. 


At the recommendation of Palatine Police Chief Jerry Brat- 


cher the board now plans to open Lake Louise Drive to two- 
way traffic but restrict traffic on Jonathan Drive to one di- 
rection. 


The board is expected to take final action on the matter 


next Monday. 


Cafe, lounge delayed 


Old Madrid developers are encountering obstacles in their 


plans to operate a restaurant and lounge on the top floor of 
their first M-story apartment building. 


An application for a class AA liquor license, which would 


permit all kinds of liquor to be sold until 4 a.m., has been 
referred to Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones, who is 
also liquor commissioner, for action. 


Board members expressed concern about the application 


because under the annexation agreement between James Sell- 
ergren, the developer, and the village, the facility wasto be a 
private club. There is also no mention of the restaurant in the 
PUD. 


John M. Duffy, attorney for Sellergren, argued a class AA 


license could not be restricted to private use, He told the 
board there would be no advertising of the restaurant or 
lounge on the Old Madrid premises. 


In the annexation agreement the village agreed to issue 


four liquor licenses for the operation of private clubs to serve 
the residents of the facilities and their guests. Only one of the 
proposed four buildings has been constructed and no liquor 
licenses have been issued. 


Several amendments to the planned unit development are 


under consideration because James Sellergren sold half of the 
property to his brother,' Howard. The board indicated it did 
not want to consider amendments piecemeal and wanted the 
brothers to get together and come back with a revised plan 
for the development of the entire parcel.

City officials have said 
the stop order was issued because of 
ownership conflicts' on Walter's appli- 
cation to fill and to allow the city more 
time to review the plans and insure that 
the work is done correctly. 


Walter is the contract purchaser of the 


land and has negotiated to buy the land 
' from the Polish Roman Catholic Union, 
the present owner. 


Walter's original plan to rezone the 


property met with opposition from home- 
owners living adjacent to the site. The 
homeowners fear the project will 
1 add to 


existing flooding problems on their prop- 
erty.

Peskin's trial on charges he bribed six 


village officials for the K4B zoning In 
1968 will go Into its ninth day today, and 
the prosecution's case probably will close 
this afternoon, Assistant U.S. Attorneys 
Anton Valukas and Tyrone Fahner yes- 
terday said they planned to call four wit- 
nesses today and rest their case. 


The case could go to a jury by Monday 


afternoon. Defense Atty. Thomas P. Sul- 
livan yesterday told presiding U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Frank J. McGarr the

defense will require one or two days, if 
Peskin does not take the witness stand. 
If Peskin does testify, the time could be 
considerably longer, said Sullivan. Sulli- 
van has subpoenaed all persons who 
were members of the village planning 
and zoning commission in 1968 as poten- 
tial defense witnesses. The commission 
unanimously favored the zoning. 


MAYOR HAYTER was president of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board of 
Education in 1968, and testified in that 
capacity at a village board meeting that 
Oct. 
30. The school board opposed the 


zoning because the high density proposed 
for Barrington Square would have had 
detrimental impact on schools, the board 
feared. 


Mayor Hayter said yesterday Peskin 


beckoned her from the village board 
meeting to a hallway adjoining the meet- 
ing room. 


"Peskin said to me, 'What will it take 


to make you happy?' " Mayor Hayter 
testified. She said she asked him, "What 
did you say?'' and he repeated his ques- 
tion. "I don't have to be made happy," 
Mayor Hayter said she responded. When 
she started to leave in anger, "he said, 
'this is going to go through,' " she testi- 
fied. 


ALTHOUGH MAYOR Hayter was not 


permitted to say how she interpreted 
Peskin's question, Sullivan quoted from 
a report of an interview conducted with 
her by the FBI March 10, 1974. "She con- 
strued that as an effort to bribe her — 
that's what she said," argued Sullivan, 
unsuccessfully trying to bar any testi- 
mony by the mayor. 


Mayor Hayter also testified she did not 


report the incident to law enforcement 
authorities. Outside the courtroom, she

Other witnesses yesterday told how 


K&B hid from its own accounting depart- 
ment the records of bribe money it paid 
to Peskin to pass on to the former village 
officials. 


M A U R I C E SANDERMAN, former 


comptroller for K&B's Illinois division, 
said Edward Stulberg, vice president of 
the firm, told' him to isolate the records, 
handle them personally and not permit 
accounting department personnel to see 
them. Stulberg said the accounting per- 
sonnel would not understand the $100,000 
legal fjee paid to Peskin, Sanderman tes- 
tified. Sanderman said he made four 
payments to Peskin on Stulberg's in- 
structions. 


James B. Soble, an attorney who 


worked for the Deutsch & Peskin law 
firm, told how Earl Deutsch gave him 
$20,000 which Soble deposited in his own 
bank account. Soble then returned $11,000 
to Deutsch. The law firm listed the entire 
$20,000 as an expenditure on its 1968 tax 
return, deducting it from taxable in- 
come. Another attorney, Eugene Dech- 
ter, a cousin to Deutch, also received 
$20,000, deposited it in his own account 
and returned $14,000 to Deutsch. Deutsch 
and Peskin also listed it as an ex- 
penditure. 


BOTH SOBLE and Dechter were in 


much lower 
income brackets than 


Deutsch and Peskin. While Soble and 
Dechter paid income taxes on the money 
Deutsch gave them, the taxes they paid 
were $9,615.10 lower than if the Deutsch 
& Peskin firm had paid them, an IRS 
agent testified. 


While the $9,615.10 alleged under- 


payment applied to the partnership re- 
turn for the law firm, the agent said per- 
sonal income tax returns of Deutsch and 
Peskin also were understated due to the 
transactions with Soble and Dechter. On 
their personal returns, Deutsch under- 
paid $10,040.15, while Peskin underpaid 
$9,098.47, said the agent. 


A l t h o u g h Deutsch has not been 


charged, the agent said IRS has at- 
tempted to collect the taxes he owes.

'Expediency* sent Schaible 
to nonaccredited university

The superintendent of the Schaumburg 


Township Dlst. 54 schools went to a 
nonaecredlted Florida university for a 
doctorate degree as "the most expedient 
way" of meeting pressure from the 
board of education to have a doctor of 
education supervise its district. 


Supt. Wayne Schaible attended obscure 


Walden University in Naples, Fla., at 
taxpayer expense because, according to 
Schaible, the "university-without-walls" 
approach to the doctoral 
program 


allowed him to get his advanced degree 
sooner. 


Board members contacted yesterday 


by The Herald said they were aware of 
t h e situation and 
concurred 
with 


Schaible's decision. 


Schaible requested the district pay for 


his fees because he did not feel the de- 
gree necessary for his performance as 
superintendent. Several board members 
agreed stating experience accounts for 
more than a degree. 


THE BOARD formally agreed to pay 


the university fee of $2,874 with a 
bimonthly approval of bills. Two mem- 
bers contacted Indicated they were una- 
ware of the Item in the bilk. 


Several board members also noted that 


they appreciated Watden's method, since 
it did not require Schaible taking a two- 
year sabbatical leave which Is necessary 
under the traditional approach. 


Although Walden is unaccredited, it is 


in the process of obtaining accreditation 
from the Southern Assn. of Colleges and 
Schools, according to Bernle Turner, 
Walden president. 


Because 
It is a profit-making in- 


stitution, the university founded in 1970 
could not file for accreditation prior to 
this time. The Southern Assn. did not 
permit profit-making institutions to re- 
ceive accreditation before last Decem- 
ber. 


However, it does hold a permanent li- 


cense from the Florida Board of Indepen- 
dent Colleges and Universities. 


WALDEN requires its candidates to at- 


tend a four-week summer session which 
includes seminars on educational ap- 
proaches and completion of a dis- 
sertation proposal. 


Candidates then must satisfactorily 


complete the doctoral dissertation under 
the direction of an advisor at Walden and 
a local regional adviser from whom they 
receive constant criticism on their thesis' 
progression. 


Once completed, the dissertation must 


be approved by both advisors, two read- 
ers and the Dean of Advisement in a 
five-step process. At any point, It may be 
returned for total revision. 


Schaible's dissertation will be multi- 


visual presentation of the Nature Center 
behind Robert Frost Junior High School. 


The multi-visual presentation was sug- 


gested by his advisor, Dr, John Maho- 
ney. for Its usefulness to other schools 
that might consider establishing a nature 
center. 


June, 1973. He is now under the guidance 
of Dr. J. Zink, his regional advisor, at 
Albion College in Michigan. 


Schaible said he considers the degree 


a fulfillment of the board's request, and 
therefore, considers the accreditation of 
the university unimportant. "I do not 
need the degree for certification," he 
said. 


When asked about the status of the 


unaccredited 
degree, 
Donnie Rudd, 


board president, said, "I always encour- 
aged the superintendent to go back for 
his doctorate. Walden or whatever . . . 
the additional education is a necessary 
thing." 


Other accredited colleges hold similar 


programs. Turner noted that both Em- 
pire State College in New York and An- 
tioch's Union Graduate School offer com- 
parable programs. 


The board Indicated that Schaible had 


told them of his decision to go to Walden 
and had explained its program to them. 
They also were aware it was unaccre- 
dited.

Commission Chairman Carl Couve told 


Robert Roskamp the project is consid- 
ered a needed facility in Rolling Mead- 
ows but the area he is seeking is not 
appropriate for it. 


Final approval or denial of the annexa- 


tion and zoning request rests with the 
city council. However, the council has al- 
ready 
turned 
down once the same 


request from Roskamp to build the facll- ' 
ity at the same intersection on the north 
Mrle of Kirchoff. 


Roskamp, whose firm operates six 


nursing homes In Illinois and Wisconsin, 
i» seeking special residential zoning for 
i ho facility. 


HOT RESIDENTS from the two adja- 


cent subdivisions charged the project 
would constitute spot zoning and would 
place a commercial development in the 
area. 


One resident, John Draper, 2177 Davis 


Ct.. at one point termed the project "a 
motel for the elderly and sick people" 
which would detract from the residential 


not need medical care but who can no 
longer live alone.

Record $483,000 township 
road, bridge budget OKd 


A record $483.000 budget was approved 


Tuesday for the Palatine Township road 
and bridge fund, and provides for the 
hiring of two full time men and purchase 
of a $26,000 truck. 


The 1974-75 budget is up 37 per cent 


from last year. Approximately 40 per 
cent of the money collected wilt go to 
municipalities in the township for upkeep 
of roads in the incorporated areas. The 
remaining 60 per cent is used by the 
township highway department for unin- 
corporated roads. 


According to Township Highway Comr. 


Robert L Bergman, the new budget will 
mean a 2- to 3la-cent tax rate increase per 
$loo assessed valuation. The most recent 
tax rate was nine cents per $100. Berg- 
man said the new budget will carry a tax 
rate of 11 to 12la cents per $100. Home- 


owners with houses assessed at $10,000 
would pay $11 to $12.50 to the road and 
bridge fund in the 1974-75 budget. 


THE NEW full-time positions will car- 


ry a salary of approximately $9,000 each, 
and will be filled during the coming 
year. Current employes will not receive 
salary increases, but will instead be ex- 
tended hospitalization benefits, according 
to Bergman. 


The other major budget increase was 


approved for 'additional street lighting 
along township roads fronting on North- 
w e s t Highway, 
including Coolidge, 


Maple, Franklin, and Morrison avenues. 


Bergman said the $10,000 lighting 


budget would be used to install street 
lights needed for a "safety factor, not 
just for convenience." Last year, $5,000 
was budgeted for lighting and signs. 


'ows Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty said 
Tuesday. 


"At this point, my feeling would be I 


don't want to get involved in accepting 
money from the township. The federal 
government gives us our own share of 
revenue sharing. It seems to me that if 
they have that kind of money they should 
use it to lower their tax rate," Rolling 
Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer said 
Tuesday.

For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that tlirir job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation 1 don't like." he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," 
says 


Tjarks, "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students'"can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because they think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses.'1' 
• Tjarks says behavior modification is 
"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is'about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a chronic 
truant since second 


grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student- what his life has been like up^to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

Kenroy Inc.'s request to post two billboard signs at its 


Crossroads of Commerce development in Rolling Meadows 
was given approval Tuesday by the city council.

Nursing home 
builder may 
file 2nd suit 


Another lawsuit may, be filed against 


the City of Rolling Meadows by Rolling 
Meadows developer Fredrick Walter, 
who is seeking to build a nursing home 
on East Frontage Road near Central Rd. 


Walter has already filed suit against 


the city to reverse a stop order from the 
city which prevents him from filling part 
of the flood plain on the property.

LAST WEEK Walter filed suit against 


the city when he was ordered to stop fill- 
ing low portions of the site to raise the 
land elevation. City officials have said 
the stop order was issued because of 
ownership conflicts on Walter's appli- 
cation to fill and to allow the city more 
time to review the plans and insure that 
the work is done correctly. 


Walter is the contract purchaser of the 


land and has negotiated to buy the land 
from the Polish Roman Catholic Union, 
the present owner. 


Walter's original plan to rezone the 


property met with opposition from home- 
owners living adjacent to the site. The 
homeowners fear the project will add to 
existing flooding problems on their prop- 
erty.

100,000 population the power to purchase 
emergency equipment and acquire fire

According to Township Supervisor

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Would open door for uste of revenue-sharing funds 
Bill to increase township power proposed 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Legislation to Increase the powers of 


Illinois townships and open the door for 
township use of federal revenue sharing 
money for social service projects has 
been introduced by State Sen. John Nim- 
rod, R-Skokle. 


Nlmrod's bill, so new that it has not 


been assigned a number for the 'April 
legislative session, would allow town- 
ships to spend their local tax revenue for 
such diverse purposes as environmental 
control, public safety, transportation, 
health, recreation, libraries, services for 
the poor and aged and financial adminis- 
tration. 


Currently, Illinois townships have very 


limited powers including road mainte- 
nance, general assistance and some very 
obscure activities such as issuing certifi- 
cates of bounties for destroying crows 
and groundhogs. 


NIMROD'S BILL IS aimed at dealing 


with a federal requirement that local 
governmental units must have the statu- 
tory authority to spend their own local 
tax revenues in the same manner they 
decide to spend federal revenue sharing 
fund*.

The legality of an earlier bill, which 


allowed a similar wide range of uses for 
township revenue sharing, but not for lo- 
cal! township money, is in question after 
an opinion issued in February by Illinois 
atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


An attorney for the federal Office of 


Revenue Sharing In Washington also took 
the same stand as Scott that the earlier 
state legislation HB739, does not override 
the federal rule. 


Because neither of the attorney's opin- 


ions have the force of law, some town- 
ships have continued to use revenue 


sharing funds for diverse purposes such 
as senior citizen busing. 


Others, such as P a I a,t i n e township 


•which held up funding for a teen-age 
birth control and venereal disease clinic 
and for a community band, are taking a 
wait-and-see attitude. 


WHEELING AND ELK Grove town- 


ships have decided to file a suit in feder- 
al district court to clarify whether the 
existing law allows a wide range of town- 
ship spending. 


The "friendly suit" which Wheeling 


Township Atty. Richard Cowen will file 
soon, is merely to clear up the confusion, 
Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus ex- 
plained.

sharing spending practices at the request 
of the League of Women Voters, Mrs. 
Kolerus said she doubted that there 
would be any reprisals even if the courts 
find that the current Illinois law does not 
override the federal rule. 


"Townships are acting with good in- 


tentions under an existing law," she 
pointed out. 


Federal law does provide, however, 


that units of government which misspend 
revenue sharing funds can be required to 
repay 110 per cent of the funds wrongly 
spent. 


NIMROD'S BILL is aimed at allowing 


the wider township spending, even if the 
courts find that the current legislation is 
not valid. 


The state senator explained that he 


does not believe the bill will open the 
door for townships to spend their own 
funds' on social .projects while ignoring 
the townships primary governmental re- 
sponsibilities. 


"Tounships, like any other taxing 


body, have to be responsible to the tax- 
payers," Nimrod said. 


Nimrod said he expected no opposition 


to the bill because of its similarity ,to 
HB739. Both he and Mrs. Kolerus said 
the bill will have the support of township 
.officials throughout the state. 


Nimrod told the Herald that in addition 


to the new township powers in his cur- 
rent legislation, he and other members of • 
the Township Study Laws Commission 
are also working on a codification of 
township laws that also would increase 
the role played by township governments 
in the state.

The laws provide 
only for "candidates" to seek recounts, 
he said.

Lang- 
horne Bond, Secretary of the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportaion, would then 
be required to convene the RTA board by 
May 10, seven days later, according to 
the RTA bill.

the gymnasium, putting, a basketball 
through the hoop during the girls' recrea- 
tion period. They commented they liked 
the program because they have never 
had so much freedom in playing basket- 
ball. 


On stage, giggles and excited squeals 


of delight came from girls receiving help 


on gymnastic equipment from program 
staffers who appeared to be enjoying 
themselves as much as the girls. 


Winter coats were thrown in one mas- 


sive pile in the hallway. Friends yakked 
it up while leaning against the concrete 
block walls. 


THE YOUNGSTERS are still at the 


age where boys prefer shooting baskets 
to dancing with girls — the age where 
they admitted they.came to meet "cute" 
girls and boys, but then quickly added, 
"Oh, not really."

band, blared music in the cafeteria, and 
most of the pairs of dancers were girls. 
In another room youngsters anxiously 
awaited their turns at ping pong, foosball 
and the recent game craze — air hockey.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School^ in High School 
Dist. 214. and Butler at Conant High 
School in High School Dist. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct In the high schools are 
obeyed. But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper thUn that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer, "It's got a con- 
notation I don't like." he say,s. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What 1 would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian is 


something I don't believe in," says 
Tjarks. "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
kids think of that guy -in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid Just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't 


often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to, 


• A few weeks ago two students cut class 
to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could have come to 
him, told him they had trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to-leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because they think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 


"behavior modification which he explains 


as "rewarding positive behavior and ig- 
noring negative responses." 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a 
chronic truant since second 


grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like Up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, 'what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to. 
him at the end of the day. The student

A'o decision on building 


Schaumburg village officials will reserve judgment on a 


proposed auxiliary building being planned at a local auto 
dealership until complete plans and specifications are pre- 
sented for review. 


Irwin Arenson, credit and insurance manager for Northwest 


Lincoln Mercury, asked trustees this week to comment on 
village attitude toward the use of a permanently mounted 
trailer as a base for the dealership's used car division. 


Arenson said his firm is investigating the purchase of one 


or two units, which would be trucked to the Golf Road site of 
the auto operation and then permanently mounted on a foun- 
dation. 


Currently the village prohibits the use of mobile units for 


business purposes and trustees expressed concern about the 
type of units being considered by the auto dealer. 


Arenson was asked to return to the board April 9 with plans 


and specifications for the units as well as information on how 
such structures are assessed for tax purposes. 


Faulty bids entered 


Schaumburg Administrator John Coste's discovery of faulty 


bids for three public works department dump trucks author- 
ized for purchase last month has caused the village to start 
the project over again from scratch. 


Two weeks ago trustees accepted a low bid of $32,286.20 for 


the equipment from Oakton International, Inc. based on a 
recommendation from public works department personnel. 


Coste, who was on vacation at the time, said he later re- 


viewed all bids and found that none of the three submitted for 
dump trucks met specifications. Other bidders included 
Northwest Ford and Packey-Wcbb Ford. 


"Two dealers didn't include the i-equired snow plow and 


salting device and the third failed to include a transmission in 
his bid," Coste said. 


At his request, the village board agreed to reject all bids 


and re-advertise for the equipment, 


Appropriations laiv is up 


Schaumburg's 1974 appropriations ordinance, which limits 


village expenditures for the year ending Dec. 31, is up nearly 
$1.5 million over last year's ceilings. 


Total appropriations approved this week are $8,976,162. This 


compares with a $7.5 million budget adopted in December. 


For the 1973 calendar year, the village appropriated a total 


of $7.7 million against a $4.8 million budget. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher explained that a "cushion of about 


10 per cent" has been added to the 1974 budget in preparing 
the appropriation. 


He emphasized that figures In the ordinance do not give an 


accurate picture of amounts the village expects to spend. 
Appropriation figures are inflated to allow the village to 
spend more money than it anticipates needing, should extra 
funds be available and their use needed, hs added. 


"The appropriation ordinance is a ceiling on the amount 


that can be spent and doesn't mean all monies appropriated 
will be spent," noted Village Atty, Jack M, Siegel. 


Of total funds appropriated, $5,643,141 was allocated to the 


village's general fund with the remainder going to the streets 
and water utilities funds. 


Final action on the ordinance was required this week since 


state law mandates action within the first quarter of a munic- 
ipality's fiscal year, Schaumburg now operates on a calendar 
year beginning each Jan. 1.

Parks give landscaper another chance 


A landscaping contractor, under the 


threat of dismissal from the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District, may be back in good 
graces — if he does what he promises. 


William Valkner of the Avendale Land- 


scaping Co.,'Lombard, told park officials 
Tuesday night that he was prepared, to 
immediately fix minor details at park 
sites and start trenching at Hillcrest 
Park if the weather does not delay work. 


The park board last week passed a res- 


olution calling for termination Wednes- 
day of contracts awarded to Avendale 
because of non-performance. Commis- 
sioners softened their tone Tuesday and 
told Valkner they preferred to retain him 
if he "showed good faith" in completing 
work "not conducive to weather." 


Valkner asked that Hillcrest Park be 


left off athletic schedules for one year so 
he could lay drain tile, seed the fields 
and nurture a carpet of grass. 


COMMISSIONERS, except for George 


Rush, said they would approve closing 
the Hillcrest fields, provided alternate 
sites were found for soccer, baseball and 
football activities. 


Park district officials have admitted 


the athletic fields were in poor shape and 
attributed the conditions to delays in 
park construction by contractors. Al 
Binder, park district director, has said 
only $15,000 worth of work remains on 
Avendale's contracts and that most of 
the 17 parks under the contracts need 
only one to three days work on such 
things as playground apparatus. 


Valkner denied that contracted work 


for other agencies has delayed com- 
pletion in Hoffman Estates. He added 
that he attended a specially called meet- 
ing in January and handed in a schedule 
of completion dates, but that there was 


no mention of termination. 


Board Pres. Fred Weaver said there 


were small things Valkner's company 
could have completed during the recent 
thaw. 


VALKNER ,EXPLAINED that some of 


the delays were caused by inclement 
weather and the attitudes of various 
board members. He said he wanted to 
complete the job as soon as possible and 
that he has "had to fight for monies due" 
for completed work. 


Comr. George Seaver pointed to Hoff- 


man Estates Athletic Assn. members in 


the audience and said, "A lot of heat is 
coming from the-public to finish the 
parks. This is 99 per cent of our problem 
here." 


In other business, the committee- was 


told a survey asked of Casey Construc- 
tion Co. last January had not been com- 
pleted because of inclement weather, but 
that it would be done by Tuesday's board 
meeting. The survey has been deemed 
necessary by Howard Kessier, park dis- 
trict architect, to expedite development 
of High Point Park and find the source 
of the flooding problem at the site.

his word against mine." She declined to 
comment on why she did not report it 
after Peskin was Indicted by a federal 
grand jury on the bribery, conspiracy 
and tax evasion charges Oct. 26,1973. 


Bother witnesses yesterday told how 
K&B hid from its own accounting depart- 
ment the records of bribe money it paid 
to Peskin to pass on to the former village 
officials. 


M A U R I C E SANDERMAN, former 


comptroller for K&B's Illinois division, 
said Edward Stulberg, vice president of 
the firm, told him to isolate the records, 
handle them personally and not permit 
accounting department personnel to see 
them. Stulberg said the accounting per- 
sonnel would not understand the $100,000 
legal fee paid to Peskin. Sanderman tes- 
tified. Sanderman said he made four 
payments to Peskin on Stulberg's in- 
structions. 


James B. Soble, an attorney who 


worked for the Deutsch & Peskin law 
firm, told how Earl Deutsch gave him 
$20.000 which Soble deposited In his own 
bank account. Soble then returned $11,000 
to Deutsch. The law firm listed the entire 
$20.000 as an expenditure on Its 1968 tax 
return, deducting It from taxable in- 
come. Another attorney, Eugene Dech- 
ter, a cousin to Deutch, also received 
$20.000. deposited it In his own account 
and returned $14,000 to Deutsch. Deutsch 
and Peskin also listed it as an ex- 
penditure, 


BOTH SOBLE and Dechter were In 


much lower income 
brackets 
than 


Deutsch and Peskin. While Soble and 
Dechter paid Income taxes on the money 
Deutsch gave them, the taxes they paid 
were $9,615.10 lower than If the Deutsch 
& Peskin firm had paid them, an IRS 
agent testified. 


While the $9,613.10 alleged under- 


payment applied to the partnership re- 
turn for the law firm, the agent said per- 
sonal income tax returns of Deutsch and 
Peskin also were understated due to the 
transactions with Soble and Dechter. On 
their personal returns, Deutsch under- 
paid $10.040.13. while Peskin underpaid 
$9.098.47. said the agent. 


A l t h o u g h Deutsch has not been 


charged, the agent said IRS has at- 
tempted to collect the taxes he owes.

pletely adjoins Hoffman Estates; the oth- 
er side provides access to the Churchill

Knightsbridge 
subdivisions of 


Schaumburg and to the northeastern 
edge, of Hoffman Estates High Point. 


During a series of informal meetings, 


representatives of both villages have 
agreed to the project on a shared cost 
basis. On completion of the project, 
Schaumburg plans to disannex its portion 
and permit Hoffman Estates to annex 
that part of the road, 


.ORIGINALLY, A swap of Schaum- 


burg's portion of Jones Road for the one- 
quarter mile Hillcrest Road, owned by 
Hoffman Estates, was planned. 


However, Hoffman Estates officials 


recently said they have had "second 
thoughts" about the Hillcrest project but 
agreed to proceed with Jones Road.

under the traditional approach. 


Although Walden is unaccredited, it is 


in the process of obtaining accreditation 
from the Southern Assn. of Colleges and 
Schools, according to Bernie Turner, 
Walden president 


Because it is a profit-making in- 


stitution, the university founded in 1970 
could not file for accreditation prior to 
this time. The Southern Assn. did not 
permit profit-making institutions to re- 
ceive accreditation before last Decem- 
ber. 


However, It does hold a permanent li- 


cense from the Florida Board of Indepen- 
dent Colleges and Universities. 


WALDEN requires its candidates to at- 


tend a four-week summer session which 
includes seminars on educational ap- 
proaches and completion of a dis- 
sertation proposal. 


Candidates then must satisfactorily 


complete the doctoral dissertation under 
the direction of an advisor at Walden and 
a local regional adviser from whom they 
receive constant criticism on their thesis' 
progression. 


Once completed, the dissertation must 


be approved by both advisors, two read- 
ers and the Dean of Advisement in a 
five-step process. At any point, it may be 
returned for total revision. 


Schaible's dissertation will be multi- 


visual presentation of the Nature Center 
behind Robert Frost Junior High School 


The multi-visual presentation was sug- 


gested by his advisor, Dr. John Maho- 
ney, for its usefulness to other schools 
that might consider establishing a nature 
center 


PRIOR TO STARTING this thesis, 


Schaible attended the summer session in 
June, 1973. He is now under the guidance 
of Dr. J. Zink, 'his regional advisor, at 
Albion College in Michigan. 


Schaible said he considers the degree 


a fulfillment of the board^s. request, and 
therefore, considers the accreditation of 
the university unimportant. "I do not 
need the degree for certification," he 
said. 


When asked about the status of the 


unaccredited 
degree, 
Donnie 
Rudd, 


board president, said, "I always encour- 
aged the superintendent to go back for 
his doctorate. Walden or whatever . . . 
the additional education is a necessary 
thing." 


Other accredited colleges hold similar 


programs. Turner noted that both Em- 
pire State College in New York and An- 
tioch's Union Graduate School offer com- 
parable programs. 


The board indicated that Schaible had 


told them of his decision to go to Walden 
and had explained its program to them. 
They also were aware it was unaccre- 
dited.

Police still stumped by 6bomb factory' 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded in his hands. 


Police and federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of his duplex 
house 


Mark A. Pearson, 22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious injuries when a 22-inch pipe 
bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols* 
residence Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is .listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital after surgery Tues- 
day 
He suffered lacerations of both 


arias and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds 


A SEARCH OF Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 
hundreds of commerically produced fire- 
works 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. They included a six-inch bomb

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police, the FBI 


and U.S. Treasury agents from the Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms Tax division 
are aiding in the investigation. 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served in the military where they 


might have been exposed to explosives. 


Investigators said the bombs 'dis- 


covered in the basement were "crude, 
but effective " Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found is read- 
ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said. 


"We really don't know much about 


them (yet or why they were making 
bombs or what they were planning to do 
with them When we find out why, we'll 
have answers to a lot of those ques- 
tions," an investigator said. 


Nichols is being held in lieu of $10,000 


in the Cook County jail on charges of 
possession and storage of explosives and 
unlawful use of weapons. He is scheduled 
to appear in the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 
April 2 for a preliminary hearing.

Giddens' legacy to police 
department: professionalism

Professionalism or updating — call it 


what you will — it's what Beit Giddens 
will be most lemembered for by Mount 
Prospect policemen and village officials 
Giddens, 58, will leave his post as chief 
of police on May 17 because of poor 
health 


In a suivey conducted this week by 


The Heiald time after time it was the 
professionalism that Giddens brought to 
the police department which was most 
fiequently mentioned "His main concern 
was upgrading the department as much 
as possible I lespected him for that " 
said Village Trustee Kenneth V Schol- 
ten, who used to be the board's liaison 
with the police department 


Anothei trustee, George Anderson, said 


of Giddens, "Hes shown a lot of lead- 
ership with regaid to progressive educa 
tional programs, for policemen " Ander- 
son said he believes such training is the 
key to a good police force 


A MAJORITY OF the policemen who 


served undei Giddens apparently feel the 
same way, despite the small number who 
"had their toes stepped by Giddens," as 
one patrolman put it 


The same policeman said he leceived 


more training While Giddens was chief 
than he ever had previously with the de- 
partment 'Eveiy man has been trained 


a whole lot more And when a man is 
ti dined you get more from him, he's a 
better officer," he said The policeman 
added, "It's too bad his health went "

Police still stumped by 4bomb factory' 


Mystery surrounds the basement bomb 


factory discovered Tuesday by Arlington 
Heights police after a Hoffman Estates 
man was seriously injured when one of 
the devices exploded In .his hands. 


Police and. federal agents have been 


unable so far to learn why John Kerry 
Nichols, 20, of 404 N. Chestnut, was man- 
ufacturing and stockpiling homemade 
bombs in the basement of his duplex 
house. 


Mark A. Pearson, 
22, of 122 Des 


Plaines Ln., Hoffman Estates, suffered 
serious injuries when a 22-inch pipe 
bomb exploded in the rear of the Nichols' 
residence. Police said details surround- 
ing the explosion are still unclear. 


Pearson is listed in serious condition 


in the intensive care unit of Northwest 
Community Hospital after surgery Tues- 
day. 
He suffered lacerations of both 


arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds. 


A SEARCH OF. Nicfhols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and 
hundreds of commerically produced fire- 
works. 


Police also discovered 12 completed 


bombs. Tliey .included a six-inch bomb 
covered by plaster and packed with 
three-inch nails, pipe bombs of varying 
lengths and other grenade-type bombs 
filled with nails, buckshot and other ma- 
terials. 


According to police reports, Nichols

covered in the basement were "crude, 


but effective." Information on construc- 
tion of the types of devices found is read- 
ily available from libraries and other 
sources, police said. 


"We really don't know much about 


them yet or why they were making 
bombs or what they were planning to do 
with them. When we find out why, we'll 
have answers to a lot of those ques- 
tions," an investigator said. 


Nichols is being held in lieu of $10,000 


in the Cook County jail on charges of 
possession and storage of explosives and 
unlawful use of weapons. He is scheduled 
to appear

branch of the Cook County Circuit Court

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Both sides report school 
pact talks going smoothly 


Contract talks between negotiators for 


the Dist 33 school board and the Pros- 
pect Heights Education Assn. are pro- 
ceeding smoothly, according to spokes- 
man from both sides. 


Negotiators held their second official 


bargaining session Tuesday night and re- 
ported progress'in their efforts to ham- 
mer out a 1974-75 teacher contract. Nei- 
ther side, however, would reveal specific 
breakthroughs. 


"Things are going along very well and 


everyone is pleased with the progress," 
said Alan Krlnsky, chairman of the 
board negotiating team. 


"Things are going well and we are sat- 


isfied with the progress to date,">said 
Tom Rich, assistant superintendent also 
on the board team. 


DAVE KESSLER, PHEA negotiating 


chairman, agreed that negotiations are 
satisfactory but he declined to say if any 
agreements were reached. 


At its last bargaining session last week 


the two sides agreed to several tentative 
proposals including: 


• An agreement calling for teachers 


who supervise away basketball games to 
receive $105 and the girls' gymnastic 
coach to receive $367.50. 


• To recognize in principle a three- 


year contract to cover nonsalaned items 
but to have salary and fnnge benefits re- 
negotiated each year. 


• That all materials placed in a teach- 


er's file with the exception of university 
credentials be available to the teacher at 
his request for inspection. 


• That a teacher shall have the right 


to answer any material filed and the an- 
swer shall be submitted to- the principal 
and attached to the file copy. 


• That material not be placed in a 


teacher's file unless the teacher has had 
an opportunity to read it. The teacher 
shall acknowledge reading the material 
by signing it although this will not neces- 
sarily indicate agreement with the mate- 
rial's content.

Four firms left in running to design cultural center

F o u r nationally recognized archi- 


tectural firms have been selected as fi- 
nalists* to design the proposed Arlington 
Heights Cultural Center. 


The Arlington Heights Cultural Com- 


mission Ib expeected lo make the final se- 
lectir-n within a month, choosing which 
company will design the S3 million multi- 
use center to be located just south of the 
Arlington Heights Memorial Library. 


The 
four firms under final consid- 


eration are: Hardy. Holzman. and Pfeif- 
fer. New .York: Don Hisaka, Cleveland; 
Harry Weese and Associates, Chicago, 
and Loebl, Schlossman, Bennett and 
Dart. Chicago. 


Sidney Ftosciifeld, commission chair- 


rmm. said. "The list represents our pre- 
sent preference. We may, however, also 
consider others." 


THE FINALISTS were selected from a 


group of eight firms. The eight were cho- 
sen after extensive interviews and letters 
ot interest sent to major architects 
throughout the country. Members of the 
commission also made on-site Inspections 
on buildings designed by the firms being 
considered. 


Rosenfeltl said the four firms were cho- 


sen because. " . . . We felt In the field of 
theatets that Weese and Hardy, Holzman 
had done outstanding work. The others 


I Hisaka and Loebl, Schlossman) were 
outstanding in other areas." 


Th.e basic criteria was, "They have all 


clone creative design work," Rosenfeld , 
said, 


The architectural firm chosen will be 


working from 
a concept created by 


George C, Izenour, of Yale, an inter- 
nationally known theater consultant, The 
village funded Izenour's design study 
with S6.000. 


IZENHOUR'S DESIGN calls for a the- 


ater capable of staging ballets, musicals, 
orchestral concerts, "little theater" pre- 
sentations and rock shows. The audito- 
rium 
will 
have a 
revolutionary ex- 


panding seating capacity to give the 
building the potential for staging small 
productions while housing meetings or 
art exhibitions. 


The architect must be able to create 


an acolustically acceptable auditorium 
with 500 permanent seats that, by mov- 
ing a wall, would have 1,300 additional 
fold out for a full 1,800 seat theater. The 
mechanism and high quality fold-away 
seats will be custom designed for the 
cultural center. 


Rosenfeld, when the search began 


more than a year ago, said, "This has to 
be a minimum building and any archi- 
tect should not be given a license to 
create a monument to himself or the 
community," 


The architect will be working not only 


with a limited budget (the center will not 
receive any tax money for construction 
or operations) but also on a small site. 
The center must be large enough to ac- 
commodate the resident arts groups and 
yet not "overwhelm" neighboring build- 
ings, according t: Darryl Kenning, as- 
sistant village manager and member of 
the commission. 


He pointed out the site, now a parking 


lot, is surrounded by low profile build- 
ings such as single-family homes and the 
library. 


According to Kenning and Rosenfeld, 


all four firms have demonstrated the 
ability to meet architectural and budget 
challenges in the past. "It could have 
been decided on a coin flip," they said.

Diamond drove the youngsters to the 


police station after they reportedly ig- 
nored repeated requests to stop their ac- 
tion. 


At a glance... 


Arlington Heights has been seeking a 


cultural center for the village since 1962. 


The proposed'center has been a point 


of contention between various little the- 
ater arid arts groups and the village. The 
small groups favored creation of a small 
theater that could operate on funds it 
generated by itself. The small groups 
feared a large center would become a 
white elephant forced to book "big 
name" acts to pay the bills and force out 
the local talent. 


Last year an agreement was reached 


by the Arlington Arts Council, an um- 
brella organization of local groups, and 
the village cultural commission. The arts 
council agreed to pay for half the $20,000 
to $25,000 architect's fees in return for 
guaranteed space and a voice in the new 
center. 


Money for the construction of the cen- 


ter will be raised by the arts council and 
the commission. The village paid $6,000 
for the study prepared by George C. Ize- 


nour, but future funding will have to 
come from other sources, 


Darryl Kenning, assistant village man- 


ager and commission member, said the 
architect's drawings am' models will be 
used to raise money from private founda- 
tions and corporations. He said money is 
more readily donated if the persons can 
see something tangible like the model or 
drawings. 


Izenour's design will be revolutionary. 


The expanding seating capacity (from- 
500 permanent up to 1,800 total) will en- 
able the center to give simultaneous 
stage presentations and meetings or ex- 
hibits. When the extra seats are folded 
away, that area can be used for meet- 
ings or art displays. 


The commission said the center, wh*» 


completed, can present "Broadway" mu- 
sicals, rock shows, orchestrate as well as 
local groups such as the Village Theater 
Music on Stage and the Arlingtones vocal 
group.

Planner's recommendation accepted 
Park acreage to be tripled by 2000? 


the Arlington Heights Park District 


has accepted village planner Joe Kes- 
ler's plan for tripling park acreage by 
the end of the century. 


The study, done at the request of the 


village plan commission, calls for the 
parks to initially overcome existing park 
deficiencies 
and, attain recommended, 


minimum parks-per-population ratio by 
1995. 


Kesler recommended that the parks 


acquire large tracts of open land while 
they are still available and gradually in- 
crease the size of present park facilities. 
He said the acquistion of open land in the 
Nike Base, Central and Wilke roads; the 
Buffalo Creek — village owned landfill 
site; and the proposed Lake Arlington at 
Schoenbeck and Palatine roads would ac- 
count for most of the necessary acreage. 
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THE KESLER plan is an attempt to 


secure sites for development of future 
parks. If the land is placed on the village 
reserve map, the park district would 
have first option in purchasing it should 
the present owners decide to sell or de- 
velop the land. 


MINIMUM FEDERAL standards call 


for 10 acres of parks for every 1,000 per- 
sons in urban or urbanizing area. Ar- 
lington Heights, with a population in ex- 
cess of 73,000, has 318 acres of parks in- 
cluding land leased from school districts. 


Kesler projects a village population of 


114,200 by 1995 being served by a park 
district with 1,142 acres of recreational 
land.. The enlargement would be accom- 
plished through a series of "five-year 
plans." 


The plan has one aspect -that must still 


be resolved. Village Atty. Jack Siegel 
said Kesler's general site designation 
rather than specifically labeling sites has 
no legal standing. 


Property owners whose land is being 


studied for possible park sites have said 
exact designations would put a financial 
cloud over their land. Kesler said he was 
attempting to satisfy all parties with his 
general designations. 


THOMAS THORNTON, park district 


director, said he would favor exact loca- 
tions on the reserve maps. 


"Exact locations are all right with us.

In tlir second of a four-part series 
on student discipline, two disciplinarians 
talk about their jobs.

Gary Tjarks and Lee Butler are two 


men who know that each day will bring 
troubled students to their offices. 


Both are assistant principals, Tjarks at 


Forest View High School in High School 
Dist. 214, and Butler at Conant High 
School in High School Dlst. 211. For the 
record their job is to see that the rules of 
student conduct in the high schools are 
obeyed But Tjarks and Butler believe 
that their job goes a lot deeper than that. 


Tjarks doesn't like to think of himself 


as a discipline officer. "It's got a con- 
notation 1 don't like," he says. People 
think of the discipline officer as God sit- 
ting in an office doling out the punish- 
ment, says Tjarks. "What I would like to

be considered is someone who goes 
around and solves problems." 


"The old stereotyped disciplinarian Is 


something I don't. believe in," says 
Tjarks, "but a lot of people lay that on 
you." Teachers still tell kids who get into 
trouble, "you go down to the office" and 
k'ds think of that guy in the office as a 
bully, someone who gets paid just to give 
them a hard time, he said. 


LIKE TJARKS, Butler feels discipline 


officers have a bad image. Students don't

often go to them for help, he says. They 
go because they have to. 


A few weeks ago two students cut class 


to buy gasoline so they could get to work 
after school. They were caught. Butler 
says those students could l\ave come to 
him, told him they had trouble getting 
gasoline and asked permission to leave. 
Butler says he would have called their 
parents to get an OK and then he would 
have let them go. Instead, they were dis- 
ciplined according to school regulations, 
he says. 


Students "can't see an authority figure 


ever being of help," says Butler. It's hu- 
man nature, he says. People call a traf- 
fic signal a stoplight because they think 
of it as holding them back, he says. They 
never think of it as a "go light." 


BUT THERE'S a difference between 


Butler and Tjarks. Tjarks is trying to 
change his image as a discipline officer. 
Butler uses that image to his advantage. 


Tjarks handled minor discipline cases 


as a dean at Forest View for five years 


before he became assistant principal this 
year. While dean he experimented with 
behavior modification which he explains 
as "rewarding positive behavior'and ig- 
noring negative responses." 


Tjarks says behavior modification is 


"based on the fact that the student 
knows you are sincere and you're con- 
cerned about him. He knows you are as 
frustrated as he is about his problem." It 
makes the discipline officer a little less 
threatening to students, says Tjarks. It 
puts him on their side. 


TJARKS REMEMBERS using 
this 


method on a student whom he describes 
as "a 
chronic 
truant since second 


grade." As they talked, Tjarks asked the 
student what his life has been like up to 
that time, what sort of things interested 
him, what worried him and why it was 
difficult for him to come to school. 


He gave the student a slip of paper and 


told him to ask his teachers to sign it 
when he went to class and to bring it to 
him at the end of the day. The student

out of the library on stolen library cards 


The youths, students at Arlington High 


School, were termed "film buffs," by po- 
lice They said the youths had taken the 
movies for their own use 


The films, valued at $4,468, ranged 


from silent comedies to newsreels 
to 


such movies as "Dumbo Goes to the 
Moon" 


The films, and stolen records and 


book*, were discoveied hidden in the at 
tic of one of the youth's house The par- 
ents reportedly did not know of their 
sons' activities 


ACCORDING TO POLICE, the youths 


siarted taking films 2Vfe years ago by hid- 
ing them under their coats or in note- 
books As library personnel became sus- 
picious of them, they later enlisted the 
aid of friends to check out the movies 
with stolen or borrowed library cards 


Frank Dempsey, executive librarian, 


said the thefts were "outrageous " but 
was pleased with the recovery of the 
films Other library personnel told police 
they were aware a large number of films 
were missing because they were having 
to reorder films constantly 


A six-week inventory at the library 


recently revealed that 18 per cent of the 
books purchased over the past seven 
yeais have been stolen 


Dempsey said security procedures at 


the library have been upgraded as a re- 
sult of the thefts 


The two youths have been turned over 


to juvenile authorities 


arms and his left leg, as well as head 
and face wounds 


A SEARCH OF Nichols' home by po- 


lice reportedly turned up two pounds of 
gun powder, a quantity of black powder, 
rifle and shotgun ammunition, fuses and

covered by plaster and packed with

are aiding in the investigation 


Pearson and Nichols, police said, had 


not served in the military where they

Contract talks between negotiators for 


the Dist. 23 school board and the Pros- 
pect Heights Education Assn. are pro- 
ceeding smoothly, according to spokes- 
man from both sides.

his request for inspection. 


• That a teacher shall have the right 


to answer any material filed and the an- 
swer shall be submitted to the principal 
and attached to the file copy. 


• That material not be placed in a 


teacher's file unless the teacher has had 
an opportunity to read it. The teacher 
shall acknowledge reading the material 
by signing it although this will not neces- 
sarily indicate agreement with the mate- 
rial's content. 


KESSLER HAS SAID the PHEA agree- 


ment with a multi-year contract is only 
in principle. There is still several stipula- 
tions which must be worked out, he 
said, although he would not indicate what 
they are. 


The teachers are seeking an 8.5 per 


cent salary increase and a merit pot of 
$50,000. The PHEA proposal also calls 
for a teacher to receive $18 per class for 
classes he is asked to cover other than 
his normal duties.
